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= TAXICAB CHARGE TOKENS =

Over the years I have been vaguely aware of tlie existence of metal tokens which 
were used probably in the 1920 's and 1930 's mostly, to charge payi':ient of cab fare. 

I refer to them as "tokens" rather than "coins," in keeping with the technical defin- 
ition of a coin as government-issued money and nothing else. Tnese taxicab charge 
tokens were used in tlie same way as were department store charge tokens, and probably 
around tlie same era, I know of none of them in use at present. 

I have compiled a small listing of the tokens now known to me, and I hope that 
other collectors when they see this listing will send in rubbings or photos, together 
with exact descriptions, of any others they know about. I suspect there are many of 
these in existence. They make an interesting collection in their own right, and are 
certainly allied to our interest in transportation tokens.

The office of this firm loas in Regina, hence we list the token from here. 
5,000 of these were ordered from Meyer 6. Nenthe on April 24, 1956, 
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And so we begin another year to make listings, a year which I thought, for a 
while, that I would never see. So while I am still here, I shall continue as long as 
I am able. First we have a wooden nickel for the Zoo in Oakland. For Thanksgiving 
Day weekend in 1977, and again in 1978, they gave six wooden nickels to each car 
going through the gate. These were good for rides at the zoo, but were also used for 
admission to the Baby Zoo. So vie figured they would qualify for a Miscellaneous list- 
ing rather than a regular listing because they aren't used only for rides. The Nev; 
Issues Service has not been able to get a supply, and I don't know how they could be 
obtained now. 

Also a token for Lowell, Mass., which Bill Garrison was able to get for the New 
Issues Service. Mr. Garrison reports the token went into use 9/1/78. Lowell iras at 
one time part of the system that used I-lass 135 C, but X'fhen the system became separate 
I do not know. Regular fare in Lowell is 30<=. 

Donald Hillstrorn reports another round cardboard depotel for Minot, ND. This 
one has a different phone number from the similar token already listed. I don't knov? 
what the chronological order should be for the Minot tokens. 

Next the Toledo, OR, token. For some time I thought this token was from Toledo 
but had no proof. Recently we added a new member who lives in that area, and who has 
owned one of these tokens since he was very young back in the 1940 's. Mr, Linden in- 
quired of people in Toledo and finally found one person who said she remembered the 
line back in 1948, and that the bus operated on Lincoln Avenue in Toledo. Toledo is 
a part of Lincoln County. The token originally was reported to us as 24mm, but Mr. 
Linden says his token is 22mm, and I prefer to think the original report was a mis- 
take, and we'll go with 22mm. Two of these are known, and the size of the star cut 
out of the center is quite different between the two. 

Also a new one for Delaware River Bridges, this one without any mintmark. Mr. 
Nic'olosi was able to get a supply of these from tlie Authority and this one will be 
sent to N.I.S. members. Incidentally I do not know who manufactured this new one. 

Pe also are listing those round cardboard railroad tokens which we presume were 
issued by the old Philadelphia & Reading RR. The terra "Car No. 1" meant the token 
was good in a first class car, rather than a second class one. We had one of these 
listed for many years, but now that more are shov'^ing up, and probably at least a doz- 
en more varieties exist, we are listing them all in a group as Pa 751 X-, rather than 
try to put each one in a different city. The idea of listing tokens by region, rather 
than by city, is a new device which makes it possible to keep such tokens together. 

There is an article about the British Columbia elevator refund tokens in the 
September 1978 Fare Box. They are notr actually good to ride the elevator; they are 
good for a refund of the elevator fare if you also patronize the restaurant. So we 
consider them Miscellaneous, rather than regular fare tokens. 

Mr. Stewart found one of the Kiddies Day Amusements tokens in Alberta. These 
were mentioned on Page 140 of the November 1978 Fare Box, We don't know just where 
they were used, but as the company office was in Regina we are listing the token from 
there . 

I recently learned that John Nicolosi did get a supply of the Hastings, Minn., 

(MN 370 A) listed last month, and so that token will go out this month to NIS members 
along witii MA 430 B and PA 263 C. The ones Nick just got came from a second order 
and the die work is slightly different. So add (Vars.) to the listing of MN 370 A. 

I have a letter from Gaylor Lipscomb reporting three interesting tokens. I do 
not know anything about them. If someone can supply information on them, please let 
me know. The first one will most likely be listed as Indiana 70 As

If tlie token were good from Akron, Ohio, to Alaska, it would be one of the highest 
face-value tokens in existence. I don't know what a round trip would cost in 1929 
but it v7ould run in the hundreds of dollars. More likely the token was some sort of 
gimmick and may not have had anything whatever to do with transportation. We look 
forward to further information on this one I 

Next I have a newspaper clipping from Ed Dence saying the fare in Philadelphia, 
as of January 1, 1979, was raised to 50^. A later bulletin on fares mentioned that 
adult tokens of SEPTA will be used as convenience fares. So this makes three cities 
with subways that have had fares go to 50^, and which use convenience tokens. Chica- 
go still uses the 16mm token; New York City uses the 23mm as a convenience token; and 
SEPTA uses their 22mm token rainly for turnstiles. However during the coming year I 
expect a lot more cities ivill go to SO*? and possibly the shortage of 50<? coins will 
require the use of more convenience tokens. So if you know of a city going to 50*, 
inquire if tokens are being used.

March 7 . We ran out of room this month and will have to skip the parking token 
supplement. But I already have it ready, and it V'/ill go into the March issue. And 
on the subject of supplements, with respect to Supplement #12 to the Personal Token 
listing, I made a mistake in the numbers for Harry Sailor's tokens. I listed two nev; 
tokens of his as 375 B and C. But he already has issued 375 A B C D E, So the two 
listed for him should be moved up to F and G, in reverse order. The one listed as C 
last month will nov^ be 375 F. The one listed as B will now be 375 G. 

A large number of members have very generously sent in contributions to the 
Postage Fund, to assist us in paying the very large first class mail cost of mailing 
out The Fare Box. To all of these people we are doubly grateful, and our apprecia- 
tion will be shown by a determination to keep dues do^vn to the present level for as 
long as possible. 

I've received complaints from a few members about receiving postcards from 
dealers offering coins. The concern is that the wrong person might see the card and 
learn that the member is a coin collector, thereby setting him up for a heist. It 
does seem like a good idea to avoid sending postcards advertising coins. Use a letter 
instead. 

A note frcx^i Roy Nulph informs us that the Ariz 180 A amusement ride token which 
he discovered and recently offered for auction, realized $28.50. "It stayed in Utah," 
he added. 

George Cuhaj writes from New York that a Diamond Jubilee (75th Anniversary) of 
the New York City subway system special token will be issued late in the Spring, prob- 
ably in May. The token will be solid 23mm, and may be available in silver and proof, 
as well as some more ordinary material. "The designs were on the verge of bad to 
poor," says George. He also reports that 500,000 white metal tokens were struck by 
Roger Williams Mint for NYCTA for use on a special run from Midtown Manhattan to JFK 
Airport in Queens. But they decided to use conductors and tickets instead, so the 
tokens were never placed in use. George did manage to find one, and it is W14 24 Sd 
inscribed NEW YORK CITY TRANSIT AUTHORITY NYC on obverse, and SPECLAL FARE NYC on Rev. 
This will be assigned a number presently. No doubt, like 630 AT, it will become av- 
ailable eventually. So don't pay a big price for either of them. 
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AVA meniber Jack Wingerter, who is an official of Greater Lafayette (Indiana) Pub- 
lic Transportation Authority, recently worJced for "The Bus Company" of Port Wayne. We 
recently listed a wooden nickel which was given out in connection with a promotion by 
that authority (Ind 1000 D) , and Jack says he will send one for a stamped addressed 
envelope to any member who still needs it. See his ad, with his new address, in this 
issue. He also sent along an interesting metal pass that we didn't know about, used 
also in Fort Wayne. This is a round steel item, like the modern advertising mirrors, 
but v/ith no mirror and no pinback eitlier. It is inscribed in red on a white back- 
ground; SEASONS GREETINGS SHOPPERS SHUTTLE (in script). It was good for rides dur- 
ing December, 1976, only, between 9:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m., Monday thru Friday only. 

You simply showed it to ride. They gave them out free to anyone vrho wrote in and 
sen't a stamped envelope. 

John DeLoach of Atlanta recently visited San Francisco and visited the Cable Car 
Museum tiaere. "Did you know," he asks, "that the Cable Car Museum has quite a few 
tokens for sale? They are common of course but I found a few I did need. They are 
in the back office and you have to ask to see the selection. They will not sell by 
mail." An added incentive to visit the place, for members who get out there. 

I have been meaning to mention this for some time. On pages 92 and 92 of the 
1977 Supplement to Ati^ood, I ran pictures of all of the transfer tokens of Marquette, 
Michigan. I did this not only to show the different cut-outs in the tokens, but also 
to show the die varieties. Mich 605 H and I are variety "a"; 605 A,B, and J, are 
variety "b"; 605 C,D, and G,. are variety "c". On the (xitagonal tokens pictured, 605 
K,L,N, and 0, are variety "b", while 605 M and P are variety "a". 

Something else I have meaning to mention; when I purchased a hoard of the old 
depotel tokens of Weatherford, Texas, I obtained 7 of Tex 965 G, which I believe are 
all that are known to exist. Three of these tokens had the words "to and" scratched 
off the reverse, obviously by Mr. Baker, to make the tokens read "Good From Hotels," 
rather than "Good to and from Hotels". I never thought this defaced token deserved 
a separate listing, although we do have a similar item in NY 630 H on which "5th s" 
was scratched off the token. But I believe the token deserves a mention, anyway. 

Barry Uman recently did some research on Canadian timetable tokens, and has 
learned the following; Timetables A and B (page 681 of Atwood) were struck from dies 
prepared by George Bishop & Co. of Montreal. 500 were sold on January 1, 1878. Some 
were made of silver, lead, tin, copper, and bronze, but the only ones sold to the pub- 
lic were made of pev;ter. Timetables C and D were struck from dies prepared by Power £ 
Dawson, and sold for lO*? apiece. These also come in many off -metals. Timetable J 
was issued in 1892. "It is a very scarce, if not rare, token," he adds.

= THE CITY TRANSPORTATION COMPANY: OHIO 165 S = 

By Ralph Freiberg 

In going over the Meyer & Wenthe records, we discover that 8,000 17mm white met- 
al tokens were struck in February, 1927, and delivered to the City Transportation Co., 
care of W.N. Hannam in Cambridge, Ohio. We also have a newspaper cl ipping dated Feb- 
ruary I, 1929, reporting that the City Transportation Co., of Cambridge, "owner of 
four large buses and owned by W.N. Hannam, has been soid to three ot its drivers." 

We also know that Cambridge had a streetcar system, the Cambridge Power, Light & 
Traction Company, which began service April 24, 1902, and abandoned service January 
31, 1927. The coincidence of the dates for the end of streetcar service, and the 
ordering of the tokens, leads me to bolievo that City Transportation Co. was the bus 
system which replaced the streetcar system, and that the tokens, listed Incorrectly 
under Cincinnati, were used from February, 1927, at least until February 1929, and 
possibly beyond that. The token was listed under Cincinnati in the 1931 Kenworthy- 
Dunn check-iist, hence the error which no one ever corrected, no doubt because of con- 
fusion with City Transit Co. Cambridge is about 150 miles northeast of Cincinnati! 
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= THE 2\m\ SCHOOL TOKENS OF LOUISVILLE, KENTUCKY = 

By J.M. Coffee 

The ad in this issue offering 7 die varieties of the new Louisville school token 
(Ky 510 BX (listed October 1978) reminded me that a multiplicity of die varieties is 
almost endemic to this city. For a period of over half a century Louisville used a 
2 1 mm school token with a cut-out square in the center, and obviously they needed lots 
of them, with the resultant plethora of major and minor varieties of the token. First 
struck in the I880's, this type of school token continued in use at least until the 
end of World War II. 

Although I began collecting fare tokens in 1943, I really began to get active in 
1948, when I sent hundreds of letters to transit companies seeking not only current 
tokens, but old ones as well. Using a Mass Transportation Directory for 1945-46 which 
a 'friendly transit executive in Alexandria, Va., had given me, I wrote every firm that 
had ever used tokens, sending along lOd to 254 and asking if they still had any obsol- 
ete tokens around. The rewards for my efforts were overwhelming. I was aided by the 
fact that in those days the postoffice more cooperative in seeking addresses. Of- 
ten a local postmaster would hand my letter to a local citizen who was familiar with 
a defunct transit system. Thus a letter simply addressed to W.H. Williams, Jacobs 
Creek, Pa., finally found its way to the man who had owned the footbridge and issued 
those tv/o scarce tokens. He sent me 20 of the smaller token for a dollar, but had 
only one of the larger one, and he gave me the information on the bridge which I have 
put in the Atwood Catalogue. There were many similar triumphs back in those days. 

One such triumph was my success with Louisville. They said that they did indeed 
have all the school tokens I wanted, and the price would be 54 apiece. I ordered 200 
of them altogether, and these probably represent the bulk of these tokens now in the 
hands of collectors. When the package arrived I was amazed to see how many varieties 
there were. In addition to two distinct die varieties of the ancient Louisville City 
Railway token, which had to have been struck prior to 1090 when that firm was merged 
into Louisville Railway Co., there were many varieties and types for the latter firm. 

To create this article I took all of the 21mm Louisville school tokens from my 
collection and photographed them, enlarged two diameters, with our Polaroid CU-5 cam- 
era. I then affixed the cut-to-shape photos to sheets and, fingers crossed, fed them 
into our A.B. Dick Electronic Stencil Maker. The results are satisfactory, although 
not as good as halftones would have been. 3ut the last time I had a couple pages of 
halftones made the bill came to about $80.00. The cost of these two pages of photos 
was Just 554, the cost of an electronic stencil. 

With respect to the photos, we have the following, and these are all the die var- 
ieties that I found in the 200 tokens I originally went through. No doubt there are 
others and I hope the photos will inspire other collectors who have different types to 
describe them or photograph them for me. 

KY 510 N: the difference in the 2 types is quite apparent in the size of the 

lettering on both sides. In Na the lettering, especially on obverse, 
i s much 1 arger. 

KY 510 AE: the copper token with "The". I found only this one type, but include 
a picture in case someone else has a different one. 

KY 510 AG: The very scarce copper LOUISVILLE RAILWAY COMPANY token. The main 
difference is seen in the word "School" on reverse, which is larger 
on AGa than on AGb. 

KY 510 AH: The brass LOUISVILLE RAILWAY COMPANY. The AHa has a I mast no dentii- 
lations on either side. The AHb and AHc have very pronounced dentii- 
I at ions around the edge on both sides. The diff. between AHb and AHc 
is in the ornaments on the reverse side, which are larger or more 
spread out on AHc. 

KY 510 Al: The copper LOUISVILLE RAILWAY. A very scarce token, and 1 found only 
this one type. Perhaps someone else has another die variety of it. 

KY 510 AJ : The commonest (and probably most recent; vintage I920’s). AJa has 

a very large ornament at bottom of obverse. AJb and AJc differ from 
each other in the size, or spacing, in the ornaments on reverse; also 
in the spacing of "SCHOOL" on reverse. 

Finally I filled out the page with photos of the two extremely rare transfer tok- 
ens, which are census; handed to passenger and immediately dropped into fare box. 
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= THE NEW SCHOOL TOKEN OF LOUISVILLE, KY 510 BX = 

By Rich Marzian 


Several weeks before the AVA Convention last August I happened to find one of 
these tokens, and discovered that it was given by teachers to the pupils to ride to 

froni school. I called the TARC ofiice, out they were only the collection agency, 
Tiiey would get the tokens from their fare boxes, bag them, and send them to the School 
Board to get their money. 

Then I called the School Board office only to be told that there was only a lim- 
ited number of hand and they couldn't sell any or give any of them away. So that left 
only one source--the kids themselves. With the help of a local dealer we approached 
several kids and the word got around and as a result a flood of them showed up! I am 
not a variety collector, so when I sent several to Ralph Freiberg he told me about the 
various types, Betn?oen us we have located seven different varieties. 

A call from Joel Reznick to the Board of Education, meanwhile, secured a supply 
of tiie tokens for the Hev; Issues Service. The School Board had obtained a supply of 
nev/ ones by that time. 

The most common variety is the new token (the one sent out by N.I.S.), and I have 
been able to get a good supply of tokens with some of each of the 7 varieties, which 
are offered for sale in an ad in this issue.

- THE LAUZON FERRY TOKENS OF QUEBEC CITY = 

By Barry Uman 

These tokens (Quebec 745 A-C) were sold in an office at Gaudies' Wharf, after- 
wards known as Gibb's, near a floating dock leading down to the steam ferry boat 
"Lauzon," built and owned by the late John Gaudie, This boat was square at both 
ends, and landed even on the wharf. The trip between Quebec City and Levi's lasted 
7 to 12 minutes. 

This boat was succeeded by a horse ferry boat propelled by 4 to 6 horses and 
frequently during bad weather and tides, by passengers. The new "Lauzon" was built 
by the father of Mr. i-IcKenzie whose son is proprietor of the "Steamer McKenzie." The 
horse boats gradually disappeared. The first steam ferry boat was built by John 
Gaudie. James McKenzie built, owned, and sold the new "Lauzon." He counterstamped 
the old ferry tokens with his name. 




= AMUSEfffiNT RIDE TOKENS OF RIVERVIEW PARK IN CHICAGO = 

Chicago's Riverview Amusement Park used to have special promotion days, on which 
rides would be provided free by various merchants, such as Coca Cola Day, Pepsi Cola 
Day, Jay’s Potato Chips Day, etc. For these special days, metal tokens were handed 
out by the merchants to customers who purchased their product. First they used tokens; 
later they used paper tickets. The tokens were apparently used in the 1920 's and 19- 
30's, and so far we have found several varieties;

Joel Reznick has done extensive investigation of this park and its tokens, and appar- 
ently "one free trial" referred to "one free ride," and nothing else. So it would 
appear that we definitely have a series of legitimate amusement ride tokens here. 

They were good on such rides as the Ghost Train, Tunnel of Love, Chutes, Caterpillar, 
Comet, Flash, Bubble Bounce, Fireball, Old Mill, Space Ride, Streamliner, etc., etc.

We are listing a few more of those Los Angeles area light cardboard tokens; these 
are the tokens on sheets 6 and 7. I’ve been getting these sheets through the courtesy 
of Bob Null of the Southern California group. At least we are hoping to get them lis- 
ted before Joel Raznick gets his supoly, which he will advertise for all members. 
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Next we have another Aratour cable car token for San Francisco, This one honors 

the 7th Anniversary of the St. Francis Hotel. 12,500 of these were struck by Roger 

Williams Mint, and they went into use late in January. Instead of using them for 
fares, the tourists are mostly taking them home for souvenirs, and other tourists are 
offering premiums to the cable car conductors for some of them when they seem them 
taking them in for fares. were lucky to have Jim Wilcox move out here, so he could 

get downtown and pick them up and take them over to John Nicolosi for our New Issues 

Service. The cable cars run right in front of the St. Francis, incidentally, v/hich is 
on famous Pov;ell Street downtown. 

Than we have the two new Denver tokens which Toby Frisbee obtained for N.I.S. 

I don't have too much information on these outside of tlieir being put into use Febru- 
ary 1. It seems they were using a free-fare test for a year before they got tokens. 
Peak hour fares were collected but off-peak you rode free. Now they will apparently 
have a 50<? fare during peak hours and less, probably 25'?, during off-peak. Seniors 
will ride for 25"? any time. I don't know who struck these, but there seems to be a 
trend axiray from the milling on the tokens. For my part I prefer to use the tern "en- 
gine turned background" instead of milling. Meyer S Wenthe calls it the former. It 
may be the new trend is an economy move. The new tokens could be called convenience 
tokens, although apparently they are discounted 10<? a roll if you buy a quantity of 
25,000 or more, an arrangement obviously for very large firms. 

We are listing a token for Church Point, La. The late Lou Cravrford had sone some 

research on this token. He had contacted the son of McBride, who said his father had 

started the firm but didn't remember when he quit. Mr. Crawford also found a listing 
in a 1908-9 Directory for Church Point, so we think that's enough to list it from here 

Then the new red plastic token for Rochester, N.Y. It's the same a 780 K except 

this one is red, whereas K is black. These are virtually unobtainable at present. 

Doug Peters came up with a brown vulcanite token for a bridge that connected 
Bethlehem and South Bethlehem, over the Lehigh River, We hope to have an article by 

fir. Peters in an early issue, with more information on the bridge and its token. 

A few more of those off-beat metal tokens of Canada. They whould have been lis- 
ted earlier, but as they are on the tail-end they kept getting cut off. I like to 

list only one page worth of new tokens per issue, as when they go over to another 

page they often tend to get lost or neglected when we do a new catalogue. 

A letter from Jack Smith indicates that the fare in Indianapolis is now 50*?, but 
in April 1977 they began use of a monthly pass at $18.75. He also reports an aluminum 
token the sane as Ky 510 BE BF BG except for the metal, which is in new condition. I 
figure it must be a pattern. I'll mention it here and probably list it soon under 998 
Meantime if anyone has any other ideas on it let me know. Blue Motor Coach was taken 
over by TARC on March 1, 1976, and it seems strange that such an item would now turn 
up. Maybe someone is raiding the contents of old company safes! 

I would also like to mention a few tokens which are supposed to have been made, 
but of which no tokens have actually shown up. These are from the Meyer & Wenthe re- 
cords, but not even any samples of them have been found. Our policy is only to list a 
token if the actual token has been seen. Here are descriptions from the M&W records: 

LORAIN-ELYRIA TRANSIT L.E.T. LORAIN, OHIO 
WM 23 Dd Good For One Fare (2^000 struck in 1968) 

DALLAS TURNPIKE FT. WORTH 

B 23 Sd Restaurant Turnabout (10^000 struck in 1957) 

Perhaps someone might find one in a flea market or somewhere, but these will not be 
given a listing until a token actually turns up. 

One of our newer members, H.G. Friedman, Jr., of Champaign, IL, ^'/rites in with 
an update about Champaign tokens. He mentions that 111 135 H was originally an adult 
fare but since 1973, when adult fares were reduced to 25'?, they withdrew them. They 
are now used as school tokens selling 8/$l. Ill 135 I originally was a shot-and-ride 
token, but the program was not too successful and dropped in 1974, This token is now 
used for senior citizens selling 8/$l. Ill 135 J was originally for the handicapped, 
and is still so used, selling 8/$l. Ill 135 K is also still in use. It is always 
welcome to receive such updated information on tokens, as often such reports contain 
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informtion that is entirely new to us. 

On Page 98 of the August 1978 Fare Box Mr. Coffee ran a listing of tokens struck 
by Franklin Mint. He mentioned that lm000,000 tokens were made for the Mt. Hope Bridge 
in Rhode Island. But I have since received a clipping that Roger Williams Mint has 
put in a bid to supply another 500,000 tokens for the same bridge. l presume the RW 
tokens would be at least slightly different, perhaps as to a mintmark. Hector Tur- 
geon often goes over the bridge but always the tokens he buys seem to be the FM ones. 

If anyone else uses the bridge, buy some tokens and see if tliey are different. The 
new tokens would be used to supplement the supply of RI 120 A, so they would be used 
without any fanfare, I want to emphasize that word "supplement," because tokens made 
to supplement older ones go into use without any notice, and could be used for a year 
or longer before any collector ever noticed them. 

There are also situations where a City will take over a private transit company, 
but continue to use the tokens of that orivate company. All I get when 1 inquire of 
collectors is that they are still using the same tokens. But after a certain period 
the new public authority may discover tlie token supply is getting low and they will 
have to order more tokens. When they do, the new ones will go into use, mixed with 
the old ones, v;ithout any notice or fanfare. Usually we'll have some collector there 
who never rides the buses, so it is beneath his dignity to ask if any new tokens are 
in use. Again, that vTord "supplement" is so important, to describe new tokens to be 
added to an older supply.

T.ie loaning days of vrinter have brought us the sad tidings of the death of tiro more of 
our members. Lester Menoin^ AVA ii-1655, of St, Petersburg ^ Florida, died March 9. He 
joined us in Deaemher, 1976. Born in Ohio, Les moved to St, Petersburg early in his 
life, graduated from the University of Florida, and lOas a prominent arahitect in the 
aity he adopted. An active collector, I loas enriched by my correspondence loith him. 
Only 48 at the time of his death, Les accomplished much in the years that v)ere g-iven 
to him. We all slrare a common sadness in his leaving us, 

Allan Williams, AYA #687, of Riverdale, Illinois, joined us in Itoy, 1965. He and a 
group of friends founded a trolley museum near Chicago called RELIC, and operated 
streetcars on about a mile of track. I remember meeting him on fie property in Aug- 
ust 1966 when I attended the ANA Convention in Chicago, and riding hack and forth on 
the trolley which Allan ibas operating. He was a true trolley fan; he lived and 
breathed the lore of old streetcars, and his affection for them was contagious. I'll 
always remember him in his conductor's cap, piloting fiat streetcar in Illinois, and 
if the recollection is tinged with sadness, it is alwaijs also one of gratitude, that 
I was privileged to know him. He died February 19 of leukemia, and he ms only 46.

These 
are extremely beautiful pins, 16mm in diameter, and the official trolley car seal. 

They come gold or silver plated, with dark blue enamel background to the lettering, 
light blue enamel background to the trolley car, and brown enamel on the trolley car. 
They are just plain outstanding! They eire available with either a clutch pin or a 
regular pinback, and the price is only $2.50 apiece, postpaid, order directly from 
Joel Reznick - 120 S, LaSalle Street - Chicago, IL 60603. Proceeds, of course, go to 
the A.V.A. In the past, back in the early 1950*8, we had 100 enamel pins of the old 
"AVA" seal, which were not popular because the AVA monogram looked too much like "AA" 
and that caused some embarrassment. Then in the late 1950 's we had 200 sterling sil- 
ver pins of the trolley car seal made, and these quickly sold out, and we also made 
just ten solid gold trolley car pins available only on advance order to life members. 
The new pins are the same size as the older ones, but whereas the older ones only had 
"1948" under the streetcar, the new ones have the full "Organized 1948" and it's all 
perfectly plain and readable, 

AVA member Scott Molloy <505 County Road - Beirrington, RI 02806) has just pub- 
lished a really fine book, Rhode Island Transit Albantf consisting of 64 pages of ex- 
cellent photos of old cable cars, horsecar, trolley cars, and even a couple of ancient 
buses, from the early days of transit in that state. The book includes a brief his- 
tory of transit in Rhode Island, with pictures of timetables, old tickets, the Rooke 
Register, and stock certificate . It*s an outstanding work, and available for only 
$4,95 plus 55^ postage from Scott. It's a large book in format, 8%xll inches. 

Bob Thomas of Gaithersburg, Md., sends some information on the new Montgomery 
County, Md 700 A, listed this month. He says 200,000 of them were struck by Roger 
williams Hint in the summer of 1978. 

Brie Hanson of Pinole, CA, recently visited Hawaii, and writes: "My trip to 
Hawaii was beautiful. Do you know that coin shops on the islands are getting $10.00 
per for HI 240 C7 Tourists are reutlly buying them up at that price as a 1924 souv- 
enir. I should have taken about 30 of my dupes instead of 10, :diich they gave me 
$5.00 per. Still a $5 profit for them!" 

AVA member Doug Borden of Rochester, N.y., has learned of the background of 
those plastic school and welfare tokens of that city, which are so difficult for 
collectors to come by. They were made by a firm called M-Bex of Rochester, struck 
from zinc dies. The tokens are made of something called UVEX, a cellulose acetate 
butyrate produced by Texas Estman in 60 ail thickness. 780 l was Issued in 1968, 
and 5,000 were made for 159 school fares. 780 K was issued in 1975, 10,000 struck, 
for welf^u^e patients, etc., at a 359 fare. 780 L was issued in 1976, 5,000 struck, 
and there are two varieties of it, 780 La (opaque), and 780 Lb (translucent). They 
are still in use for 309 school fares. 780 M was made in November, 1978, with 5,000 
struck from the same dies as 780 K, and it is still in use for welfare people @ 509. 

He adds that NY 780 D, "which went into use after 1918 and was used until 1931, is 
in limited use from Kocak Park to Kodak Office on RTS buses @ 509. it is still 
tough to get," 

Old time members will be saddened to learn of the death of former member Ralph 
Koller, who died February 20 of this year.

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= THE NEl'/ STREET BRIDGE OF BETHLEHEM: PA 85 B = 

By Douglas E. Peters 

The New Street Bridge Company was incorporated by Act of Assembly on May 3, 1864. 
Tlie bridge was to connect the then ti;o boroughs of Bethlehem and South Bethlehem, 
which v;ere separated by the Lehigh River (the two boroughs are nov? part of the City of 
Bethlehem, Pa.) It v;as built in 1866 and 1367 at a cost of $60,000 and was opened for 
travel in Se’'>tember, 1867. The bridge was of a steel truss design with a v;ood plank 
deck. An interesting tiling about the bridge is that tlse two ends are in Northampton 
County while the center piers stand in Lehigh County! 

On ^iay 31, 1892, electric trolley service v/as begun over the bridge by the Allen- 
town § Bethlehem Ramid Transit Connany, a predecessor to Lehigh Valley Transit Company. 
The New Street Bridge was referred to as "the Penny Bridge" because the toll to cross 
it by foot was one cent. For many years the vehicle toll was five cents. By 1950 
about $80 mer day was collected in bridge tolls. 

On Marcii 29, 1950, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania purchased the New Street 
Bridge for $65,000. Immediately after this trolley service was abandoned over the 
bridge and a nev; steel deck was installed to replace tlie old wood planking. 

By the 1960 's the bridge was considered obsolete and narrov; and plans vjere drawn 
for a nev; bridge. In early 1969 construction was begun on the new bridge, later 
named the Fahy Bridge. In 1970 two lanes of the new bridge v/ere completed and the 
old New Street Bridge was dismantled to make room for tlie other two lanes of the four- 
lane replacement bridge. 

Up to now I have been unable to determine when the token (Pa 85 B) ivas used. 

Since the pedestrian toll vxas only one cent, it would seem unlikely that the token 
was used for pedestrians. Persians the token was used by municipal employees or work- 
ers going to Bethlehem Steel, located on the south side of the bridge. It seems more 
likely that the to3:en was sold in quantities at a reduced rate for vehicles, but I 
have not been able to confirm this. However, from the vulcanite composition, it is 
almost certain that this token was made in the 1370-1330 period and was probably used 
at that time. If more information becomes available I shall report on it at a later 
date.

= THE NEW YORK STREET RAILWAY FANTASY = 

On page 642 of Atwood under New York, N.Y., we list a fantasy token bearing a 
picture of a horsecar inscribed New York Street Railway Co. 1900. The token is also 
pictured on page 640 in the upper right corner of the page. 

These things began showing up suddenly about 1968 and 1969, and we assumed they 
were somebody's idea of a joke. Well, it now turns out that the token was actually 

used for fare, albeit not in 1900 and not on a horsecar. George Cuhaj worked for 

Rand McNalley & Company a while back, and a Mr. Donald Coombs is the sales service 

manager there. Mr. Coombs' father-in-law is a medical doctor. In 1968 his father. 

Dr. Coombs, attended a Physical Medicine Convention on Roosevelt Island In New York 
City. It seems the New York Street Railway tokens were given to the doctors attend- 
ing that convention to pay fare on Steinway Transit buses operating to and from the 
island. Mr. Coombs wrote George the following tetter to confirm this information: 

"To Whom it Hay Conoem: The atxminum tlew York Street Raihxiy Five Cent Piece 
dated 1900 ixzs purchased by my father-in-lan in approximatety 1968 for use in trans- 
portation either to or on Roosevelt Island ■'dhere he vns attending a physical medicine 
convention. I think Roosevelt Island ms knoim as Welfare Island at that time. This 
particular token ms left over when the meetings ended and he gore it to me in case I 
might he able to use it at some future time, " 

So it would appear that this is a Fantasy that is not a fantasy, and that it is 
a legitimate transportation token, issued by someone with some imagination. The 
token has never been especially common, and now I Imagine its value will somewhat in- 
crease as a lot of us try to find one of them for our collections. 

George Cuhaj, incidental ly, now owns the token which Mr. Coombs obtain from his 
father-in-law.

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A CHECKLIST OP STREETCAK PICTURES

Have you ever wondered just which tokens actually carry a 
picture of a streetcar? Of course, there are probably hundreds 
of tokens picturing buses. And everyone knows about the little 
streetcar on the AVA seal, adopted from the celluloid tokens of 
Lancaster, Ohio, But how many others are there? So, I paged 
through the Atwood catalog and made this checklist.

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We begin this nonth by a relistincf of the wooden nickels of Pillar Point, CA. 

The only ivay we can describe then is by giving then separate numbers with slash narks. 
Just when we thought we had the 3 different, a 4th was discovered at a local boat 
show by bud Carmichael. 

TJe're also listing the Indiana tokens mentioned on page 7 of the January 1979 
issue. No one has said anything about them so I presume they are OK, On the one 
from .Aurora, Mr. Lipscomb said Kennett was spelled "Kinnet” in an Aurora Directory, 
but spelled Kennet on the token. 

A new token for Montgomery County, MD, was reported botii by Robert Thomas and 
KirJc Gabsch. Rather than list the token under any particular to'-m we're listing it 
under the County, as it's used throughout the county. Tokens are used on what they 
call "Ride-On" buses, and also part pa\nnent for the Metro fare of Washington, DC. 

They are given to the public by merchants when a raininura $5 purchase is made. They 
represent a 25^ fare on buses. They will also be used on Montgomery County School 
buses for adult education classes, and also distributed for other uses by the County. 

Wa also have word of a token used in East Lansing. Capital Area Transportation 
Authority main office is in Lansing, but also operates buses in East Lansing, and as 
the token clearly states for use on buses in East Lansing, we list it from there. 
Tokens are passed out to customers making a purchase in East Lansing, and can be used 
on buses returning to Lansing. The program will be given a 9-minth trial to see if 
it is successful, Roice Rider v;as unable at this tine to get a sufficient supply for 
the New Issues Service, but did get some of them and may have an ad in this issue or 
one soon. So if you want this token, obtain it from Mr. Rider. 

r-lr. Coffee was sent a photo of the Winnebago token x-yhich is similar to the one 
already listed, but for a different firm. 

Bill Lonney sent a wooden nickel from New London, NC. He had obtained one at a 
flea market and took the trouble to \7rite for some, and was able to get a fev7. There 
are many wooden nickels picked up at flea markets, but we only list them v/hen they 
coine directly from the firm that uses them. Too many are obtained without any proof 
they were ever used, Iteny that are picked up at flea markets are "reprints" which 
are different from what were actually used. We ran pictures of a lot of these on 
page 6 of the January 1978 issue. 

The Ohio turnpike token x^as also mentioned on page 8 of tlie January 1979 issue, 
and as no one wrote in x^ith any different ideas, xje are listing it here. 

Roy Wulph sent in a listing of a pass used on the Bingham & Garfield RR. It x^^as 
a steam line used by the Utah Copper Co. to haul rax-? material from Bingham Mine to 
the smelter at Garfield, during a period about 1895 to 1945. It xras never a passen- 
ger line, but issued these passes to employees x^ho had specified jobs along the line. 
It xi7as about 20 miles long and had quite a roster of steam engines (all gone nox?) . 

Ix/hen Kennecott took over they put in an electric line, using most of the old road bed 
and called it the K.C. Railroad. They are slox^ly phasing out the electric line nox/ 
and replacing xvitli diesel engines, and no longer use the passes. A friend of Nulph 
has a pass with #14, but we don't know hox^ many different passes xirere made. 

Floyd Hartley sends a rxabbing of the Ontario 650 C token, x\?hich he purchased 
from a coin dealer in Sarnia, Ont, The token has the same type reverse as tixe photo 
of 650 A on page 658 of Atwood, so there is no doubt of its origin at Orilla. 

Also I received a letter from Alan x/jeighell in which he mentions that he has a 
token from St. John, N.B. On page 229 we list a brass token, and also a bronze one. 
Mr. Weighell has a third token and x?ould not knox7 if to call it brass, bronze, cop- 
per, or xvhat. With the price of metal going up they may be adding sometiiing else to 
tlie mixture to give the metal an entirely different look. Instead of a copper this 
one has a pinkish look. If anyone should hear anytliing about a change of metal in 
Canadian tokens, please let us know.

Sure enough, in an envelope of 20 tokens, a fev/ did not 
have the fiti mintnark for Franklin Mint, So they are mixing in tlie new tokens v/ith 
tlie older ones. The die work is quite different, as iJell, We are hoping to be able 
to secure a supply of the new tokens for our New Issues Service. 

A letter from iCazuma Ovama, of Wahiawa, Hawaii, commented on Erie Hanson's de- 
scription of his trip to Hawaii recently, and how Haw 240 C was selling for $10 over 
there. Mr. Oyaitia virites: "your quote of Mr. Erie Hanson's letter pertaining to HI 
240 C intrigued me. I'fhile Atwood's lists both 240 C and D with similar price guide, 
locally 240 D (zinc) sells for less than tlie ivhite metal 240 C. However, I have nev- 
er seen 240 C at coin shoos or coin shows selling for more than $2.00 each. I sure 
irauld like to knov? the name of the shop where Mr. Hanson sold his 240 C's for $5.00 
each. The "Hav/aiian Money Standard Catalog" by Medcalf and Russell, published in 
1973, lists 240 C as TT-4a at $1.00. HI 240 E (hula girl) is sold at all coin shops 
and some Waikiki souvenir counters for $1.00 each. HI 330 A were being sold for $5.00 
each by the Hawaiian Railway Society but they were upped to $7.50 since last year. 

The Societv is also selling photo postcards of one of the old Honolulu Rapid Transit 
electric trolleys for 25<: +SAE. All of their sales are fund raising projects to help 
restore and operate a narrow gauge railway that once operated here on Oahu. The Soc- 
iety's mailing address is P.O. Box 1096 - Waipahu, HI 96797." 

Leonard Paul sends along a white metal token, 16mra solid, inscribed "GAYT^AY C21 
SEATTLE WORLD'S FAIR" on both sides. I kno\-7 the Gaway was where the amusement rides 
vjere. Could this token have been used for amusement rides? Even if so, hovjever, we 
v 70 uld not list it because we only list amusement ride tokens which specifically state 
right on them that they v/ere good for a ride. Still I vrould like to know. In the 
same department. Bob Kelley reports picking up a groun of what appear to have been 
salesiaan's samples. These are Mass 760 E; TX 590 C} PA 750 AK; CA 575 E; CO 260 A; 
m. 40 L; OR sob Dj and IN 290 A — but all copper-plated witJi 2 small holes in them. 
And Chuck Littlefield found 111 375 B, the second one known I believe, at a coin 
show in Hannibal, Mo., where "a dealer had it mixed in with a group of merchant tok- 
ens" !

He did his h<Mnework, and here is the accompanying information on the t<^en* "Ander- 
son operated a ferry across the St. Jdhns River where State Road 40 now crosses on a 

bridge. The ferry was sold in 1914 and Anderson moved to a private picnic area and 

grove near Cincinnati, Ohio, The area was at the end of the trolley line and was 
popular with the social cl\tbs in Cincinnati. The token was used for admission to the 

park or foot ferry passage. The name 'G. Rielag’ was the policeman that worked the 

picnic grounds when they were open. The token was used front 1915-1920." 

Cole S. Cuttle sent along an ancient 
amusement ride token for me to photograph 
and return to him. The token is orange 
fibre with black lettering, 38nm, blank on 
reverse. Unfortunately part of the inscrip- 
tion has been rubbed off, so we don't know 
the full spelling of the last name at the 
bottom of the token. "Lewis W. B— -" is 
the best we can do. 1 hope the 2x enlarged 
photo to the left will show up on the sten- 
cil. We've listed the token this month as 
Unidentified #189. If anyone has any idea 
where the "Improved Riding Gallery" was 
situated, we'd love to hear from him. We 
do have another "riding gallery" token 
listed as Unidentified #60. This new one 
certainly has the look of antiquity about 
it. 

Rich Hartaog of Rockford, 111., reports that he has obtained the collection of 
AVA member Lance Thompson for future auction. "The exact order and timing is yet to 
be determined, however the first sale will be in August of 1979, with material on 
display at the ANA. Lance has a very large and extensive collection and it will 
take several sales to present it all properly. I'll have an ad in The Fare Box 
later with dates and details for those persons interested in the catalogs. 

AVA member George Friedman, Jr., who is a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the Champaign-Urbana Mass Transit District (Illinois), sends some information on the 
tokens used there. "IL 135 H was originally an adult fare token sold at 4/$l. The 
original cash fare was 30<:. In 1973 the cash fare was reduced to 25<: but tokens con- 
tinued at the same rate as a convenience. In 1974 they %fere withdrawn as adult fare 
tokens and have been used since as school fare tokens at 8/$l. IL 135 I %as origin- 
ally a shop-and-ride token, given away by merchants to their customers. The program 
was not successful, and it was dropped in 1974. The tokens were then placed in use 
as senior citizen tokens at 8/$l, and continue in this use. IL 135 J is used for the 
handicapped, sold 8/$l, and are currently in use. They are the same as 135 I except 
for the metali our fare boxes cannot distinguish them but the handicapped tokens are 
so few they are counted out by hand and the count of senior citizen tokens is adjus- 
ted accordingly." 

Finally, we are including a new updated Index to Personal Tokens, by Jim Hemp- 
hill, in this issue. Jim is presently working on an updated "permanent" version of 
a Personal Token Listing for us, about which more later. Once ve publish it, it 
should be good indefinitely, in loose-leaf form, one sheet per token-using member . 
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= TROLLEY TRANSPORTATION IN SALT LAKE CITY: 1872-1945 =

It was the famous ftormon leader, Brigham Young, who offered a solution to Salt 
Lake City’s mass transportation problem 107 years ago. Ever cognizant of the needs 
of a growing pioneer settlement he formed the Salt Lake City Railroad Company and, on 
July 2, 1872, the first mule-drawn streetcars appeared on the streets. The mules were 
imported from Missouri and, as mules go, they were not entirely dependable, often sit- 
ting a spell when the mood required. But this was the newest means of transportation 
in town, and after all the fare was only five cents. 

An old timer said, "Schedule time in those ways was kept by the streetcars as 
correctly as a time piece would without the hands." 

Then in 1889 the first electric trolley car replaced the donkey-drawn streetcars, 
which delighted seasoned patrons. The trolleys were an immediate success. Several 
companies were by now competing for customers and prime routes. There was the Salt 
Lake Railway Co., the East Bench Street Ry., the Popperton Place, Salt Lake Rapid 
Transit, and the Fort Douglas Rapid Transit. They later merged into two major com- 
panies: the Salt Lake Railway Co, and the Sale Lake Rapid Transit Co. The bitter 
fighting between these two operations still adds a touch of humor to Utah’s transpor- 
tation history. On one occasion men from the Rapid Transit were laying tracks for 
their line, while 150 men from the Salt Lake Railway were busy tearing them up, fol- 
lowing at a considerable distance for safety purposes. This rivalry continued for 
more than ten years until both companies merged in 1904 to become Utah Light and Rail- 
way Company. 

Another page of exciting history was added when E.H. Harriman, the railroad mag- 
nate and father of Governor Avereil Harriman purchased a controlling interest in the 
company and began to pour millions of dollars into transforming it into the finest 
streetcar system in the nation. Harriman's first action was to select a permanent 
site for the operations. After securing a ten-acre tract of land that had served as 
the official Utah Territorial Fairgrounds, construction of carbarns and maintenance 
shops began in 1908. He also added 50 new cars of the latest and best construction. 

An account published at that time offers a description of these; "Some of the larger 
and handsome cars have arrived and it Is needless to state that for space and capacity, 
like those of the past, they will be found to always have 'room for one more,'" 

Harriman also provided the very latest In housing facilities. The mammoth car 
barn with its unique mission style architecture had a capacity for 144 double-truck 
cars. It was 320 feet wide and 420 feet long and was divided into four bays (a fifth 
bay was later added). Inside the car bard tracks were laid on concrete pit bases 
with depressed troughs to collect any moisture brought in by the trolleys each night. 
The pits were illuminated so cars could be inspected around the clock as needed. The 
ceilings were approximately 33 feet high with 208 skylights to provide as much nat- 
ural light as possible. To reduce fire risks each bay was separated at midpoint by 
a huge steel rolling door, and sprinkler lines were installed directly above and 
along the sides of each track. As another fire prevention measure a 97-foot high 
water tower was constructed to hold 50,000 gallons of reserve water. Several repair 
and maintenance shops were also constructed. Harriman was adamant that the company be 
as self sufficient as possible due to its distance from railway supply manufacturers. 
For this reason if a part was needed and could not be immediately supplied from mat- 
erials stocked it was produced in the company's blacksmith shop. In the paint and 
carpenter shops the trcileys received a coat of varnish every 18 months while a coat 
of enamel paint was applied every three years. 

In 1914 the Utah Light & Traction Co. (ULATCO) took over all trolley lines. In 
that year more than 38,000,000 passengers rode the streetcars and interurbans to the 
north and south, and it appeared that Harriman's goal had been achieved. The Salt Lake 
operation was considered one of the finest streetcar systems in the nation. 

At that time the street railway system in Salt Lake City consisted of 192 pieces 
of passenger rolling stock. The cars were then all the PAYE (Pay As You Enter) type, 
this model having been introduced in 1913. 

Meanwhile the horseless carriage was seen clattering across the intersections, 
frightening the horses and onlookers alike. A few years later, however, after con- 
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siderable improvement this somewhat noisy contraption emerged as the automob i I e, offer- 
ing streetcar patrons a more convenient means of transportation. As the number of 
streetcar passengers began to diminish a need to keep pace with changing times became 
apparent to company officials. So in 1923 the first gasoline-powered bus was used on 
an experimental basis as a feeder to the main streetcar routes. Five years later, ad- 
ditional buses were required to provide stub service to outlying towns, and eventually 
tracks to these suburbs were removed. It was during this period that Utah 750 C and 
F tokens were issued. 

A few years later the company was faced with a new challenge. Deferred mainten- 
ance of tracks and pavement began piling up at a rate entirely beyond the means of 
the company, so a new transportation medium was needed that did not require tracks, 
but would use the existing overhead lines and power plant facilities. The economical 
trackless trolley seemed to be the answer. Trolley buses had never been operated on 
a grand scale up to this time in any city. But officials persisted that with a few 
alternations these buses would solve the problem. After a rather persuasive presenta- 
tion to city officials for a franchise amendment. Salt Lake City became the first in 
the nation to operate successfully an electric coach system. The trackless trolley 
was introduced in Utah in 1928. 

The year 1933 marked the appearance in Salt Lake City of the first lightweight 
rear engine gasoline bus (also Utah 750 G). These buses were designed for rapid ac- 
celeration and deceleration, and their complete route flexibility made it possible for 
the company to meet the constantly shifting needs of the city, A fare structure change 
and a new company treasurer during this period brought out tokens Utah 750 0 and H, 

It was the overwhelming success of these rear engine buses that literally spelled the 
doom of Salt Lake City's trol ley cars. 

On May 31, 1941, a wreach and black ribbon were placed on what was to be the last 
trolley run in Salt Lake City. Spectators lines the streets to be witness to this 
solemn occasion. With old "Def" Evans, a 50-year streetcar veteran at the controls, 
the car made its last historic run. On board were other oldtimers. W.S. Woodruff 
claimed he was a passenger on the first electric streetcar and also wanted to make the 
last ride. Being wreath-draped the old /77I2 attracted considerable attention al I 
along the route, and even after it reached its destination It parked in the barn along 
side 21 other veterans of a bygone day. 

Seven months later due to a shortage of gasoline and materials to provide new 
buses during World War II, the trolleys were reinstated into service, until August 19, 
1945, when a freakish cloudburst in the northeast section of Salt Lake City washed out 
most of the remaining tracks. The days of the trolleys were unofficially over. Dur- 
ing World War II, the Utah 750 E I J K L tokens were issued. 

In July, 1944, ULATCO sold out to Salt Lake City Lines, Inc., and UT 750 M N 0 

were issued during their ownership. 

In 1970 the system was taken over by the newly formed Utah Transit Authority 
(sometimes known as "The Bus"). During September, 1973, UTA issued UT 750 P 0 B (the 
same as G K L but pierced). These three tokens were used by senior citizens. They 
were sold to the Council on Aging for full fare, and resold by the C.O.A. to seniors 
at a reduced price. In January, 1975, fares were reduced in S.L.C. to 154 for adults 

and 104 for elderly and chi Idren.. .which, at this writing, is still in effect. 

Today more than 70 years after their construction the car barn and maintenance 
shops have a new function. They are being renovated into an $11,000,000 shopping and 
entertainment center, appropriately named Trolley Square. Several of the 510 series 
trolleys are also being restored. One as a cashier's office, another as a Savings & 
Loan, one as a service station, another as part of a restaurant (on the upper level), 
and one as a florist and pipe shop. One of the Bamberger Electric RR interurban cars 
serves as a quick lunch counter. 

Trolley Square is steeped in nostalgia. Antique lighting fixtures that once 
adorned the streets of downtown Salt Lake City now illuminate the Square at night with 
a warm glow. Thousands of tons of used brick have been used to transform vintage car 
barns and maintenance shops into an exciting lively shopping and entertainment center, 
fleanwhile the old water tower has been transformed into a new landmark for the center. 

A seven-spiral staircase has been added, and from its vantage visitors may enjoy a 
magnificent view of the Square and the Valley. At night more than 6,500 tiny lights 
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illumlnate the tower. 

Presently more than 100 shops and business are open at Trolley Square, with more 
opening every month. Included in Trolley Square are movie threatres, restaurants, 
night spots, sidewal k cafes, gift shops, specialty stores, jewelry stores, clothing 
and accessory stores, and open market, artists’ workshops, home furnishings, and sev- 
eral service-oriented businesses including a bank, savings & loan offices, beauty of- 
fices, service stations, etc. You name it, it’s there. The bays Inside the carbarn 
are interconnected tike streets with shops tucked away in corners, around courtyards 
and along brick walkways where shoppers will find woodcarvers, leathercrafters, dia- 
mond cutters, to bakers and seamstresses to glass blowers and stained glass workers. 

The Square is one of the largest private renovation projects in the nation, and 
has been designed to preserve much of the state's historical past. The developer 
stated, ’’Many parts of Utah's historic rransions and buildings scheduled for demolition 
have been preserved and incorporated into the design of Trolley Square. Thus far we 
have helped restore a portion of Utah's history in an open market atmosphere for ev- 
eryone to enjoy." 

In 1975 Trol ley Square was selected to be I isted on the Utah State Register of 
historical sites, which is a unique distinction for a shopping center. An appropriate 
plaque is located at the south entrance. 

From fairgrounds to trolley barns to Trolley Square, the rehabilitation of this 
historic piece of real estate is a tribute to man's Ingenuity, The size and scope of 
the project places Trolley Square as one of the unique developments in the nation today, 
and there's more to come. 

Come and visit us in 1981, when ULATCO (Utah La Vecturist And Token Collectors

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This nonth we list a companion token to Alas 50 F. It was reported by David 
Fronius to John Coffee, together \;ith inf oriimtion that 1,000 each of 50 F and G were 
made and used only in 1972. 

The old Arkansas token reported by T.H. Robinson \ms found by using a laetal de- 
tector. Hr. Robinson learned that Camp Pike was a World War I camp. During World 
War II, v/hen the camp ^iras reooened as Camp Robinson, Little Rock buses served it so 
tiiere was no need of special buses. 

Three more sheets of those cardboard tokens for Los Angeles have been received, 
and listed as grouped on sheets, nur'Obers 8, 9, and 10, Quantities printed were, re- 
spectively, 213,000; 223,000; and 109,000, 

The little aluminum HY 363 A was put out by Rochester-Genessee Regional Transit 
Authority for use in Henrietta and Brighton, situated ten miles south of Rochester. 

Mr, Borden suggested the token be listed under Henrietta, They were fastened to let- 
ters for pror^otion, and many of the tokens v^ere mutilated when patrons removed them. 

Mr. Borden was able to get a quantity for New Issues Service members. The fare was 
$1.25, or 50<? for senior citizens. Mr. Borden obtained the tokens at the SO"? rate. 

George Cuhaj obtained the New York Citv token, v/hich was supposed to have been 
used on a special train to the airport, but they decided to use paper tickets instead. 
500,000 were made in September, 1973. The token is a bit larger than a regular 23mm 
token, but not large enough to be called 24mm, which irould be the same size as a 25t 
coin. George also reports that the token listed as NY 630 AT is not 20nim, as we 
listed it, but 22iTim. So correct the size. 

Alan Weighell reoorts the Bellingham token was found among the strays in Toronto. 
Bellingham has sold a quantity for N.I.S. and we expect then to arrive any tine now. 
Note that this is a combination parking and bus token, 

John Coffee reports that the Denson Bus Line maverick was found in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, so could be from Iowa or Nebraska. 

Unidentified #189 has all but the B in the proprietor’s name scratched off, so 
we have to list him just as "Lewis W. b— — " 

In 1976 a "token" was reported in use in Corvallis, Oregon. The token says 
"CTA BUS TOKEN" on it, but it is a cardboard ticket measuring 2-3/8" x 3-1/4", 

Thomas Brown of Largo, FL, v/rites that some collector he knows has tv;elve of 
the Louisville tokens, like KY 510 BE BF BG, but made of aluminum. We would consider 
these patterns for the present as we doubt if they were ever used or ordered. But 
more and more strangers are coming out of the closets as bus firms are taken over by 
public transit authorities. 

I have some more information about tiie Denver tokens. I had mentioned that they 
could be purchased at a discount if you took 25,000 or more. The way this works is 
say a large store like Safeway would buy 25,000 and then resell to customers at a 
discount. RTD ordered 1,500,000 of each size, and the 25$ size is selling pretty 
well and they nay have to reorder them. So far I know of no die varieties. 

Various tokens are reported to me, from tine to time, by people who want inform- 
ation on them. I haven’t done anything on these as I no longer have the ability to 
run them down. So please obtain as much information, yourself, before vou report a 
token. Also of course tokens are put into use in various places that I never hear 
about, and sometimes someone will \a:ite and say "T^hy isn't this token listed?" Often 
a company will change tlie size of its tokens, or reorder tokens with a different name 
on them, v/ithout any fanfare. So check any tokens you get because they may be diff- 
erent. If you find something different, please v/rite and let us know. 

Back in 1960 we listed a bridge token from Cornell, Ontario, which we later 
also listed under llassena, NY 560. At the time, we assumed the listing would be suf- 
ficient. But now it seems there have been some more, slightly different, tokens in 
use there. They seem to have made more tokens, this tine 1mm simller. Possibly the 
smaller token has been in use some time, and collectors who have them didn't realize 
they are different from the original token that v;as listed. There is also a die var- 
iety as v/ell. To siiaplify the listing, perhaps v/e should add an extra period, or 
actually a separation mark, to the obverse of two types of the tokens. So a coi^iplete 
updated listing of these tokens would be as follows:

On the C token there is no separation marl:, or extra period. The letters on the ob- 
verse have serifs, which they do not on A and B. 

I am designating the tokens NY 560 A,D,C, to simplify things, because if we put 
tliem under Cornwall, Ontario, we'd have that plastic token in betxveen. 

I have no idea if the fare has gone up since 1960, but I have been told that the 
toll is now $1,50. I don't knov/ if anyone could obtain a supply or not, but perhaps 
this summer some member will be crossing tlie bridge, or will Icnow someone ii;ho will be. 
I do believe the two 26mm tokens should be given separate listings— with and without 
that separation mark — as I have put them above. I may not be around when this is re- 
solved, but at least this will be a basis to work on. Perliaps also we can have a 
photo of the different types in Tlie Rare Box, which would make it much easier to dis- 
tinguish them than nry remarks here. 

I have no idea why they changed the size, or even if the 27mn tokens are still in 
use. Possibly all you can get now are the 26min ones,

The 6th & 7th editions of the San Francisco Airttour tol:ens have arrived (Cal 760 
Q and R) , These tokens were struck by Roger Williams Hint. They made 20,000 of the 
National Airlines token, but only 2,500 of the United Airlines, making the latter the 
scarcest of all 7 varieties of these cable car tokens. Again my sincere thanks to 
Jim Wilcox for obtaining and delivering these here to me in Oakland, and also for the 
pertinent information. I also want to thank the Amtour Corporation for their past 
cooperation and especially for sharing their small supply of the United Airlines tok” 
ens with us. 

Then also I have received Wash 40 N, a dual token for bus and parking. This 
token was first put into service August 1, 1977, when the fare was lowered to the 
present 10^ rate. Because of the 10^ fare and no price reduction for buying tokens, 
the nuiauer of tokens in use has dropped about 45%, Prior to the 10 f fare about 78% 
of the ridership of Bellingliam bought and utilized tokens. Currently some merclTants 
purchase tokens and give tliem to their patrons for bus fare or use in parking meters. 
The Municipal Transit System of Bellingham i/as very cooperative and seemed eager to 
help our organization, I xvish all companies v/ere lilze this one.

= WAUPACA, WISCONSIN, REVISITED =

Spurred by the recent discovery of two examples of the hitherto unique Waupaca, 
Wis 935 C depothotel token, (Johnson 1978; Krause 1979) an in depth look at the Wau- 
paca bus and streetcar line story seemed to be in order. The study revealed a most 
startling fact, a population decline in Waupaca during the livery bus era, and sec- 
ondly, that none of the bus line tokens are as old as most people has presumed. 

The three census tokens, vou will recall, are listed as 

935 A - Delavan Hotel & Livery 
935 B - Delavan Hotel & Del ivery 
935 C - Inn Hotel Bus Line 

The tokens as listed appear to be in the correct chronological order, with the scal- 
loped brass token the latest in use, although brass tokens are usually thought of as 
"older." 

To put the Waupaca story Into perspective, a return to the year 1894 is neces- 
sary, when Waupaca boasted three hotels: the De Vein, Florence, and Scoville House, 
and an Electric Light Association headed by Irving P. Lord. The population was 2,500 
and the area best known for tourism. Six years later in 1900 the Oe Voin and Flor- 
ence Hotels were in competition with the Central House and Granite Hotel, the Flor- 
ence proudly offering "free bus to and from all trains." The Scoville House had be- 
come the Waupaca Hotel, and the Silver Lake Cottage Company had opened the "Grand 
View Hotel" on the chain of lakes four miles outside the city. Frank Whipple and Her- 
man Felker were operating a livery stable in the city. 3y 1905 the population had 
grown to 3,600 and a single new brick hotel had replaced the hodge podge of railroad 
and rooming house hotels within the city. This new brick hotel, the Gardenler, de- 
scribed as the leading hotel In the city, was built across the square from the Court 
House. Out on the lake the Park Hotel and the Grand View Hotel competed for the tour- 
ists, who were now being delivered by a fine electric railway, whose president was 
Irving P. Lord, owner of the Grand View Hotel! Needless to say the streetcar stop was 
at the Grand View, not the Park Hotel. Whipple and Felker now owned and operated a 
"livery and bus line." The 1911 directories show Waupaca had shrunk to 3,000 souls, 
and the new Gardinier Hotel had become the Hotel Delavan, praised lavishly In the gaz- 
etteers’ city description. The competition had nov/ become the Fred Wagner Hotel in 
the city, and the Grand View out on the lake. 

The Delavan Livery and Transfer Line was running a large advertisement about 
their operation at 214 South Main Street, under the name of Whipple and Felker. It 
is possible that the 935 A token was in use at this time, by the firm owned by Frank 
Whipple and Herman Felker. 

The year 1918 found the city population hanging on at 3,000. The city now boas- 
ted a new hotel, the Inn Hotel, operated by Bellinger and Bellinger. The hotel’s ads 
1 i st a bus to all trains, electric lights and modern steam heat. The aging Delavan 
Hotel had become the property of the bus line operators, "The Delavan Livery, Transfer 
and Bus Line," The line v/as now owned by Herman Felker and Earle Whipple, Earle being 
the son of Frank Whipple, the previous owner of the line. 

The 1922 listing sang the praises of the Inn Hotel (no mention of the seventeen- 
year-old Delavan) and the Inn's ads crowed of "Auto Bus to all Trains." The Delavan 
Hotel, now operated by the owner of the Grand View Hotel on the chain of lakes (W.H. 
Lord) advertised rooms at 754 to $1.25 in an era when $2.25 to 52,50 was the price of 
a quality room. No bus to the trains was advertised, and Whipple and Felker had van- 
ished from the scene (no longer lisfed in the gazeteer). 

This information places the hotel tokens in a time period of 1911 to 1918, per- 
haps a bit later than suspected. Though the city’s streetcar line ran from the Soo 
Line and Green Bay & Western Railroad stations, a study of the electric lines routes 
shows the tine swung west before it came to either the Delavan or the Inn hotel in 
the city, clearly marking the line as interurban, with the Grand View Hotel on the 
lake the real destination, not too surprising when you figure the hotel’s owner ran 
the streetcar line! This of course necessitated the bus services for the two city

Tv;o more of those beautiful cable car tolcens for San Francisco by Amtour. We 
understand that 20,000 & 2,500 i/ere struck by Roger Williams Mint of Providence, RI. 

The first Aritour tolcens ’/ere tlie work of Meyer G TJenthe of Chicago. Collectors will 
note a slight variation on the reverse die v/ork as a result. Mints were switched be- 
cause M&W's prices apparently were much hiaher than those of R.'N. Mint. So we have 
one of these in 1977, tliree in 1973, and so far three in 1979. United Airlines is on 
strike, but they are nevertheless giving out their tokens. Doth of these will be 
sent to New Issues Service mertJjers because of the efforts of Jack ’TilcoK in securing a 
supply for us. 

Jack Wingerter secured 200 of the Indiana Miscellaneous wooden nickel for our 
N.I.S. Ten cents of the 20<! you v/ill be charged for these will go to the AVA postage 
fund, tJianks to I'5r. Ningerter. These tokens, like tiie earlier wooden nicks of Fort 
Wayne already listed, were given out free on April 19, and were good for 5t in mer- 
chandise, but it '/as TOrth raore than a nickel as tiaere v/ere loads of bargains on that 
day for shoppers, such as S'? ice cream cones. A fea/ woodnicks were also made ’vith 
Indianheads instead of buffaloes on them, but tiaese a/ere laever used, so a/e do not list 
them, although collectors may come across one aaoa/ and then, hence a/e note then here. 
i-Ir. Wingerter also notes that Fort Xfa'me Public Transportation Corp., and "The Bus 
Compan’/" are tlie same tiling. The latter name is the copyrighted trademark for FWPTC. 

Finally, New Issues has also secured a quantity of the nea/ Bellingham bus and 
parking token, for its members. 

We are a/orking on half a dosen other ne^/ issues, and are hopeful of obtaining 
quantities of all of then. A quantity of tiae NY 363 A, listed last month, was shipped 
by Douglas Borden to Mr. Nicolosi late in March, but so far, sim a/eeks later, the pack- 
age has not arrived. We hope either to find it, or get another supply of the tolcens. 

Can any of our Rhode Island merf^ers coinmunicate a/ith the management of the Mt. 

Hope Bridge, to see if a/e can secure a quantity of the new token being used by theaai, 
which a/as struck by Roger Williams Mint, and differs from the first token in tiaat it 
has no laintmark?

RALPH FREIBERG 


Ralph died on Wednesday ^ May 23, at 4:15 in the afternoon. It was almost two years 
ago that the doctors told him he had no more than a year to live. And even tnough he 
outlasted their prediction by almost a year, he knew that what time he had left was 
very brief. Different people react in different ways to that hind of news, but Ralph 
never let it bother him. ’’It *3 bean a great life, and I have no regrets, " he told me. 
For the past dozen or so years Ralph worked ^ull time on cataloguing transportation 
tokens. He took early retirement, and devoted his whole life to cataloguing and re- 
searching transportation tokens. Back in 2969, when we had the 3rd edition of Atwood 
to produce, Ralph took a plane back to Oklahoma City, met me there, and we drove to- 
gether to the Coast, devoting hours every night to going over every single token in 
the Catalogue, trying to get it straight, and in correct order, with a correct value, 
and w)ith correct historical data.. From then on he would make it a point to meet me 
somewhere along the way as I came west so v:e could hash over the year's cataloguing 
problems. Sometimes he would spend hours trying to unravel a problem connected with 
a single token. Each July, Hal Ford and I would visit him in his amazing house, sit- 
uated only a couple doors from the famous comer of Haight and Ashbury in San Francis- 
co. He subscribed to the goumals of the public transit industry; he visited public 
librari.es; he studied every new hook on streetcar history; he wrote thousands of let- 
ters. He lived and breathed the lore and fascination of this hobby, and it is largely 
because of Ralph that transportation tokens are the most accurately catalogued of all 
branches of exonumia, and that our Atvx>od Catalogue is already considered a classic in 
its own time, I remember spending over three hours in the public library in Durango, 
Colorado, with Ralph, just trying to get the history straight behind Colo 280 A. The 
small paragraph on Page 100 of Atwood may seem a trifle, and it takes only seconds to 
read, hut it took hours to piece it together in that little library, going over micro- 
film copies of ancient newspapers! Multiply tliat effox>t by a thousand, and you begin 
to understand Ralph's dedication to this hobby, I first met him at Basil Brandon's 
home in San Francisco in 1951, and in the ensuing 28 years he has been vihat this hobby 
has been all about for me. Without Ralph's guidance and encouragement I probably would 
I'lave quit as Editor years ago. Now there will be no more of his long rambling letters, 
no more Roberts postcards, no more ice cream and cokes at his house, no more of a lot 
of things. But there will still be a determination to continue this as the most ex- 
citing of all avocations. That, largely because of Ralph, I, and we, slvatl never lose. 
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June 5. This issue comes to you only 3 weeks since the May 
issue, and the July issue will be mailed only 2 weeks later, 
so please rush all ads and artiolea to me immediately. This 
time of year, with the good weather finally coming upon us, 
we usually get more reports of new finds and discoveries. 

To the left is a picture of a wonderful new discovery just re- 
ported to me this week by Ben Egerton of Baltimore. Cell- 
uloids don’t turn up very often, probably because tfiey were 
cheap-looking, so people just threw them away. But today 
fliey are among the most sou^t-after of transportation tok- 
ens. This particular token was used in Richmond, VA, be- 
fore 1893. It has the same inscription on both sides, and 
has that deli^tful error found on sp many vulcanites & cel- 
luloids: ”R. Y. ” instead of "RY. ” 


I regret to report that AVA Official Photographer Syd Joseph of Denver has been hos- 
pitalized for servlous surgery, but I am also haj^y to report that he is now home and recuper- 
ating and will soon be his deli^tful old cantankerous self again. Welcome home, Syd! 

In the April, 1979, Fare Box we ran a picture of a round fibre amusement token for an 
"Improved Riding Gallery, " which we listed as Unidentified #189 in tiiat issue. Comes now a 
letter from merry-go-round expert Don Punshon, who sheds some li^t on the subject: "The 
terms 'carousel — merry-go-round — improved riding gallery' were all used interchangeably, " 
he writes. " From the picture of the token the last name was four letters long to balance out. 

In the book, The Pictorial History of the Carousel , by Frederlch Fried, the following is on 
page 108: 'Henry Dorber left the organization in 1914 to operate a carousel at Sheepshead Bay, 
Brooklyn. Later he sold it to a Mr. Buck. ' The name Buck' would fit the space on the token. 
Possibly a member in the area could check out old Directories for the full name of Mr. Buck 
and more information in his ride. " 


In the same department 1 have just received a Xerox of another round fibre amusement 
token, this time from Lee Nott. The token is cream-colored fibre witti red printing, and a 
blank reverse. Here is what the token looks like: 

The picture is the same size as the token. If anyone 
has any suggestions with regard to the origin of this 
one, please let us know. And vdienever you see an 
amusement operation, check to see what they are 
using to pay feres. There may be a lot more of these 
things around. 

In this issue, as Ohio 1000 I, we are listing an Elkwood Park Rielag token in a 5^ de- 
nomination. Comes now a report, with rubbing, of another token in the same series, this one 
reported by Irwin Reuben of Dayton. His token is B 33 Pc with "Elkwood F»ark / 10 / G. Rielag / 
Anderson's Ferry / (counters tamped CC)"on Obverse, and only the CC counterstamp on reverse. 
"I believe that the hole indicates that these tokens were strung, " adds Mr. Reuben. 

There was only one nomination for each elective office for our AVA officers for the com- 
ing two-year period: Joel Reznick for President, and Roy Nulph for Vice-President, and our 
perennial favorites Donald Mazeau for Secretary, and R. K. Frisbee for Treasurer. So these 
four members will be automatically elected. Congratulations to all four ! 

Bill Clapper reports a WM 26 Sd token inscribed "Don White’s Roto Rail E. Main 
Carmi, HI. " on obverse, and "Good for 25 ^ in Automatic Only" on reverse. Any ideas? And 
Lloyd Wagaman reports another stranger: B 20 Sd token inscribed "Dodge's Institute Railway 
1(} Acc’tg Dept. " on both sides. Anyone who can help with that one? 

Finally I should report that I have asked Hal Ford to be our New Issues Editor from now 
on. Hal worked very closely with Ralph Freiberg and will carry on in the same tradition of ex- 
cellence. I should also add that Ralph made arrangements for the sale of his collection just 
last month. 
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= THE DOOR COUNTY LIVERYMAN =

One of the interesting geological oddities left by the retreating glacier over 
prehistoric Wisconsin is the finger-1 ike Ooor County peninsula extending 00 miles into 
Lake Michigan. This rocky appendage is breached in several places, most notably at 
Washington Island on the Northeast Peak, but even more importantly at about midpoint 
by the ship channel at Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin.. The peninsula separates Lake Michigan 
proper from the section of that take defined as Green Bay, and the large city of that 
name which lies at the juncture of the peninsula and the rest of the State of Wiscon- 
sin. Token collectors over the years have sought with varying degrees of success the 
scarce Sturgeon Bay Bridge tokens, which were used beginning in the I880's on the toil 
bridge over the ship channel. Trade token collectors also found the area rich with 
history, with cherry orchard and fishing industry tokens to challenge their detective 
and investigative skills. Now to the fascinating historic token mementoes can be 
added the Sturgeon Bay depot hotel tokens of A.S. Putman, 

Alonzo S. Putman never die make the omnibus listings in the Wisconsin gazeteers, 
but like rrany other token- i ssu i ng liverymen ran a bus in conjunction with his livery, 
rental and drayage work. In 1905 when Mr, Putman’s name first appeared in the livery 
stable listings there were three first class hotels in Sturgeon Bay. The Commercial 
Hotel was already old, having been listed in directories since 1393; the Waldo Hotel 
was relatively new, and the Union Hotel with a "first class livery in connection" of- 
fered free bus service to all trains and boats. 

Perhaps a word on the maritime traffic at Sturgeon Bay should be interjected 
here. The importance of Sturgeon Bay as a short cut to the cities of Green Bay and 
Mar inette/Menomonie was never greater than around 1900 with three different Great 
Lakes steamship companies vying for passenger and freight business that to this date 
was largely untouched by the railroads. The cross peninsula short cut lopped off an 
Impressive 150 water miles from a north-to-south trip to the city of Green Bay. Stur- 
geon E3ay was a I so a direct stop on the Great Lakes ferry routes, and the boats men- 
tioned in the hotel advertisements of the time were often passenger ships from the 
Hart or Goodrich lines. The population of Sturgeon Bay was 4,000 at this time. 

The role of the A.S. Putman bus line appears to be directly tied to the Union 
Hotel, which over the years provided bus service to the trains and boats. This meant 
that the other first class hotels also needed bus service, and an established livery 
tine was the logical source of the needed bus service. Thie aluminum token of A.S, 
Putman is far too small for the amount of lettering plastered onto its one printed 
side, but then, a one-sided token was probably cheaper due to less die costs. It is 
possible that the term "one fare" was used rather than "good for one ride hotel to 
depot" because of this space limitation, but could have been used because bus service 
also applied to the steamboat landings. In 1918 Alonzo S. Putman Livery had been 
broadened to include the automobile. In fact the spin-off company from the livery, 
"The Northern Transit Company," offered "sight seeing autocars" with a capacity of 12 
to 20 passengers! 

In the lavishly illustrated advertisements with a horse-drawn carriage shown, 
Putman’s was listed as follows; 

^'Alonso S, Putmarij LtDevy Stable, Automobile seyvioe to all paints of 
the County^ Auto Stage sevvioe from Sturgeon Bay to Ellison Bay (a 
distance of 41 miles), V.S, ITail Service, An up to date line of 
carriages and hacks , " 

So Putman survived the d i ff icu I t change from the horse to the auto, as did his com- 
petition, the Moel ler Livery from the Union Hotel. The,Union’s advertisements offer- 
ing "Garage and Livery in connection." 

In the end, by 1922, A.S. Putman was gone from the listings, and the Union Hotel 
which had offered bus service since 1899 continued to operate, having outlasted both 
the Putman Livery and the hotels the bus line served, which had also disappeared from 
the directory listings.

Hoi long go i was talking to Joel Reznick on the phone and he Informed he that 
he would soon take a brief vacation on Paradise Island, Bahamas. Immediately, of 
course, I asked him to secure a set of the 4 bridge tokens being used down there. 

These tokens are described in a brief article on Page 6 of the January 1976 Fare Box, 
by Yosef Sa 'ar. 

Joel duly arrived at Paradise Island, and one of his first orders of business was 
to visit the office that runs the bridge, where his accustomed powers of persuasion 
were able to secure that set of tokens for me. ..and not only the four tokens listed by 
Joe back in 1976, but also four more uni isted varieties! Eight tokens! The tokens 
are pictured on the next page of this issue, in 2x enlargements of one side only, in- 
asmuch as al I tokens are the same on both sides. The tokens may be described thus;

There Is no charge, Joel writes, to go over the bridge to New Providence Island (Nas- 
sau). However, going from Nassau back to Paradise Island (the toll gate is on the 
Paradise Island side) the following tolls apply; 

The palm tree token is used for any vehicle (car truck, cab, bus, motorbike, 
bicycle, go cart, other than those listed for B,C, or D tokens). Tokens are sold at 
the bridge office at $2 each, no discount. Token is thrown into a toll hopper; if 
you have no token you hand $2 to a toll guard who gives you a large yellow ticket 
receipt and he then lobs a token into the hopper (a good 12 feet away!). "Some are 
very colorful shooters, but they never miss." Joel writes. 

The "B" tokens are for use of Paradise Island Hotel & Casino employees only. 

There are now 7 hotels with more being built. Tokens may be purchased for 25€ each 
at the bridge office or at the toll gate with proper identification. 

The "C" tokens are for use of commercial vehicles from New Providence having bus- 
iness to transact on Paradise Island. Tokens are 504 each, available at the bridge 
office or toll gate with proper identification. 

The "D" tokens are for use of Paradise Island residents (residency being extab- 
lished by living on P. I . for at least 3 months out of the year). Tokens are 504 each 
and may be purchased at the bridge office or toll gate, with proper identification. 

From the above listings, and the photos, it will be seen that there are two var- 
ieties of token in each category. When they needed more tokens, they decided to save 
money by omitting the lettering "Paradise Island Bridge Nassau, Bahamas" and simply 
having the appropriate letter, or the palm tree, on the new batch. Of course the 
second batch, with nothing but a large letter (or Palm tree) on them, would present 
a quandary to anyone who came across one, if he did know what you all now know, hav- 
ing read this article. 

A fascinating group of 8 different bridge tokens. The ones with lettering were 
struck in 1967 and have been used ever since. When the later ones, with only the 
letters, were struck is unknown at present. We hope to obtain mintage figures and 
more exact information on dating. 
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= SOr/E EARLY GERMAN STREETCAR TOKENS =

Let’s face it, European transportation tokens are generally far more attractive 
in appearance than American or Canadian, Americans and Canadians are more practical. 
So our tokens are made to perform a function and whether they are attractive to the 
eye is not that important. As a matter of fact, our depot el tokens xrhich are among 
our rarest and most desirable tokens, are certainly the ugliest tokens in the book 
from any objective point of view. Of course there are exceptions^ There are some 
beautiful American tokens and some ugly European ones, especially some of those early 
Swedish things with nothing but numbers and letters on them. 

But generally speaking European tokens are little artistic gems. It's too bad 
that we tend to ignore these European issues. Very few AVA members are serious col- 
lectors of overseas transportation tokens, more's the pity. So I decided to publish 
pictures of Just a handful of early German trolley car tokens, all vintage before the 
First World War. There are scores more of them picturing the trolley car, among many 
other things, but these will give you some idea of the delii^ts in store for a collec- 
tor of foreign transportation tokens. The square token with nothing but a streetcar 
on it is from Bamberg, and in tiny letters beneath the picture is the name of the en- 
graver, Lauer, From the similarity of all the cars I would assume that Lauer, who was 
a German medallist of some repute, designed most of these tokens. 

The last of the German tokens pictured, the far right one in the third row, is 
an omnibus token from Stuttgart, and the omnibus pictured is delightful in its prim- 
itive simplicity. The photos are all enlarged 2x. 

And finally. Just to show that we Americans could do it if we wanted to, I have 
included a photo of what I believe is the most beautiful of all depotel tokens, the 
very rare Viroqua, Wis 910 A, both obverse and reverse.

Pat Morgan telephones and reported that he had picked up a specimen of Unidenti- 
fied #91, and mentioned Jefferson City as its location. The late Frank Green and Les 
Hav/thorne had also acquired specimens and mentioned the Missouri city. The State 
Historical Society records show that the ferry company vjas organized in 1875, and the 
last ferry ran in 1896 v/hen the first bridge across the Missouri River was opened, 
lirtiile the token does not mention fare, v/e feel it could not have been used for any- 
thing else. Note that we have another Brunswick-Balke reverse listed on Iowa 980 B. 

The Ohio listing this month has been knoivn to the Catalogue Committee for several 
years. Since it was not used only as a fare token (see article in our April issue on 
page 46) we have decided to list under Miscellaneous. Elkwood Park was, and may still 
be, a picnic park area near Cincinnati. 

Information regarding the Fort Pierre, S.D., listing, plus photo, was published 
on page 64 of the May issue. 

The Richmond & Manchester Railway is listed under Richmond, Va., in the 1891 
issue of the Street Railv^ay Journal, as operating 8 miles of line, of which three were 
horse and five v/ere electric. In the 1899 Street Railway Supplement to the Coimaercial 
and Financial Chronicle we find that the Richmond & Manchester Ry. tras absorbed into 
the Richmond Railway & Electric Co. in 1893. We may assume, then, that our token was 
issued sometime prior to 1893. 

See tiie excellent story of the Putman livery bus by Gerald Johnson in this issue. 

Les Hill, our friend up in British Columbia, sent us an article that was published 
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in the Vancouver Numismatic Society Bulletin for January, 1979, written by Ralph R. 
Burry, P.C.N.R.S., i7hich goes into detail regarding the Richmond, BC, issues. Les 
tells me that the supply of these issues is running low and he anticipates either re- 
issues of these tokens or nev7 issues in the near future. 

There are two new tokens from Massena, NY (or Cornwall, Ontario, as you wish) 
i7hich were mentioned in the Atwood Supplement Notes on page 52 of the April 1979 is- 
sue. We are iraiting to receive speciraens of the two unlisted tokens so we can pub- 
lish photos of all three of them ivhen we list them. The differences are not too dra- 
matic .

= THE RICHMOND KARTING CO. TOKENS = 
from an ar‘tiale by Ralph R, Burry 

In 1969 a Mr. J.W. Adams, a coffee salesman in Vancouver, was given an old Go 
Kart by his boss for his son to play with. Having no place to drive it presented a 
bit of a problem. In Richmond, a district of Vancouver, there wan an old Go Kart 
track built by a Mr. Jimmy McPhail who was a road contractor. This track was built 
about 195^ but was not used for a long time until J'br. Adams found it and used the track 
for his son's enjoyment. It was not long before his friend, a Mr. J.J, Pappajohn, and 
his son became interested in Go Karting. Another Gokart was found and the two friends 
and their children enjoyed many happy hours driving around the old track. People came 
around by the dozens and wanted to pay for rides on the Go Karts, ffr. Adams knew the 
lease had expired many years before so he went to the District of Richmond and got a 
new lease and, in I969, fir. Adams and Mr. Pappajohn became partners and formed the 
Richmond Karting and Rental Co. Ltd. They started out with 3 karts and sold tickets 
from their car to patrons who came to ride the Go Karts. Soon after opening the part- 
ners put in a dune buggy track and sold rides on the dune buggies. 

It was at this time the tokens were introduced, the reason being the different 
prices on the rides. The tokens came in 3 colors, the blue token having a value of $2 
and was good for a single ride on a Go Kart. The yellow token having a value of $3, 
good for 2 people to ride in a 2-seater go Kart. The red token having a ip3 value, good 
for a ride on a dune buggy.

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= FAMILY PICNIC OF THE UNITED RAILWAYS OF ST. LOUIS =

Editor's note. In Eatph Freiber'g’s Catalogue Notes in the May 
issue, he reported receiving a description of an interesting 
item from Lee Nott, inscribed 'VNITED RAIimiS COllPANY OF ST. 

LOUIS GOOD AUGUST 24 ONLY EliPLOYEES ANNUAL PICNIC CREVE 
COEUR LAKE . " On the reverse it simply Ms the letter B and a 
numeral. It is yellow fibre, 5?rm in diameter,^ round.^ This 
discovery led to investigation, cavd the following article is 
the result. 

Creve Coeur Lake, Missouri, a spring-fed lake 3 miles long and one mile wide, 
covers some 1,300 acres. Small veins of limestone form the bottom and extend under 
the Missouri River. During periods of low water on the Mississippi and fast water on 
the Missouri, the swift current drives water thru these veins with such velocity that 
the water is sent 5 to 6 inches above the surface of the lake forming little foun- 
tains! What a beautiful spot for a summer picnic, and what better attraction to 
spark business for passenger travel on the United Railv/ays' streetcars in St. Louis! 

Although streetcars ran to the Lake as early as 1900, it v/as not capitalized on 
until United Railways bought the land surrounding it and developed the Creve Coeur 
Lake Amusement Park. They not only col lected the 5<t fare for the ride to the park, 
but received the park admission fee as well. 

"Moonlight Cars" were used on this Tine. These cars were open on the sides, with 
canopies covering the cross-car benches. Platforms on each side, much like running 
boards on early autos allowed conductors to walk beside the bench seats col lec- 
ting fares. Passengers especially enjoyed the cool evening breezes as the cars 
snaked along the tracks through the wooded countryside on a trip back to the City. 

During the spring of 1915 United Railways decided to make Creve Coeur Lake more 
attractive than ever as an outing resort. Several personnel changes were made, and 
responsibilities were assigned to specific employees to Insure a coordinated, well 
managed effort to direct the improvements. Sharp curves in the roadbed were elimin- 
ated and a new steel bridge was built over the Colorado Railroad (now the Rock Island 
RR) to take the place of the former, more dangerous, wooden structure. Automatic air 
compressors were installed on every coach to keep sufficient air pressure on the 
brakes for emergency stops. 

Public safety was paramount. Sunday runs became trains of two coaches rather 
than the single coach of. the past. This allowed as many passengers to be carried 
using the same number of cars, but at intervals twice as long to eliminate rear-end 
collisions. As these changes took effect a United Railways bulletin read, "Now that 
the Lake will present a better appearance and the ride made as safe as possible, em- 
ployees of the Company should so all in their power. ..to advertise the beauty of the 
Lake as an attractive outing spot for Sundays and holidays..." • 

In 1905 the first regut.ar employee picnic was held. Advertisements for the ! Ith 
Annual Picnic, Wednesday through Friday, 25-27 August, 1915, indicated it would be "a 
regular old-fashioned basket picnic," with the company providing ice cream and ice 
cold lemonade. Athletic competitions, egg hunts for the children (with some eggs 
containing up to $5) and other events would be held. There would be a cake baking, 
contest, and a cracker eating contest where the contestants would eat four crackers 
and then whistle — the first to whistle would win. 

Coupon tickets were. Issued to each employee and members. of his family. The Sep- 
tember bulletin stated "there were 28,800 who rode out on coupon tickets issued by 
the company, to say nothing of friends and acquaintances who paid their fares out." 
Special emphasis that year was directed to the events conducted by the Children's En- 
tertainment Committee.- This experimental feature allowed parents to "check" their 
children, then spend the rest, of the day by themsel yes .enjoy ing the contests, and 
listening to the three daily band performances and the United Railways quartet. 

In 1916 the picnic was held Tuesday thru Friday, August 22-25. It featured a 
midway of tents, more contests, and the company provided boiling water for coffee in 
addition to the other things it provided, the 1916 advertisements stated "tickets 
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bearing coupons for car fare to and from the Lake and for various attractions will be 
issued at the car houses and departrrent headquarters to employees for themselves and 
members of their families — one ticket per person. A different colored ticket will be 
issued for each of the four days. 

”To provide ampfe and convenient facilities for the many thousands who will go 
out, the traffic of picnickers to and from the Lake will be restricted to specified 
hours. Transportation to the Lake on picnic coupons will not be honored at Delmar 
Junction before 8 o'clock in the morning nor after 6:30 In the evening. Coupons for 
transportation returning to St. Louis will not be accepted at the Lake terminus after 
I ! o'clock at ni ght." 

Miss Edna Carroll, whose father, J.M. "Red" Carroll, worked for 42 years on the 
St. Louis streetcars, provided much of the Information in this article. I would like 
to thank her for allowing me to use her private collection for my research. I sent, 
her a copy of this article, and she responded with the following letter, which adds 
some more information: 

"The following about the use of the 'ticket' Is only a guess, but an educated 
one based on my memories of how a company picnic in those days operated, and how my 
parents operated (one of them was the owner of the 'ticket'), 

"The coupons for rides probably were given to the young and, if requested, to 
the young in heart, the kiddies and teenagers, and anyone young enough to risk riding 
on the rickety old scenic railway (which Jumped the track at predictable intervals ev- 
ery summer). Since I was only a very young baby in my mother's arms I'm sure neither 
she nor Dad sought the coupons for the rides, or If they did, they went on the mild 
ones. These coupon tickets also probably included ones for the trip to and from the 
Lake collected by the conductor (and therefore no longer in existence). 

"The very fact the round ticket is still in existence indicates to me that it 
was an identification as well as admittance ticket to the car and the park, to be 
worn on the dress or buttoned on a shirt, a visual gimmick making passage easier and 
quicker. It also got the visitor back on the car for the trip home, I suspect this 
ticket, being also an identification, was never Intended to be collected, was worn 
home, placed In the drawer with many happy memories to be recalled every time the 
drawer was opened in the 63 following years," 

= MONTGOfERY COUNTY TO THE RESCUE = 

On Page 52 on the April Fare Box, in Len Paul's notes about a meeting o£ the 
Delaware Valley Vecturist Association, we note that in the process of the distribu- 
tion of the new Montgomery County, MD, token, one of them disappeared into a shag rug! 

Comes now a delightful letter from William S. Hepner, an A.V.A. member who is 
also Information Officer of the Department of Transportation of Montgomery County 
in Rockville, Md. Mr. Hepner's letter follows: 

"Dear Mr. Coffee: IVe were distressed to learn from the April Fare Box that one 
of our Montgomery County (Maryland) tokens lies hidden and unappreciated in the shag 
of a rug at the Coach Inn somewhere in the Delaware Valley. Perliaps you could for- 
ward the enclosed replacement to whoever 's collection it rolled out of." 

If the owner of the lost token will send the Editor a stamped envelope, I shall 
be liappy to forward to him the token Mr, Hepner sent as a replacement.

This month we are listing nine more of the special cardboard issues of the 
Southern California Rapid Transit District (representing 3 sheets) . Merlin Null re- 
ports that tile District is suspending the project of these special promotional issues 
Because of the gasoline shortage ridership is up on all lines, so they feel the pro- 
ject is no longer needed, for the time being at least, Joel Reznick will be offering 
all the SCRTD cardboard issues (see his ad in this issue for the ones he already has) 

The Misc. Mississippi listing was issued for the 100th anniversary celebration 
of Mississippi state University at Mississippi State (the postoffioe address) near 
Starkville, The wooden piece had value for an amusement ride plus other activities, 
hence the miscellaneous listing. Louis Crawford obtained a supply of these for mem- 
bers of the Nev 7 Issues Service v/ho collect miscellaneous items. The transportation 
feature is that the token was good for a ride on an old restored car (2 nickels good 
for a ride). Face value was 20<?. The car was a 1912 Detroit Electric automobile. 

The University of Nebraska is located on 2 campuses in Lincoln, which are about 
3 miles apart, with the colleges of Law, Dentistry, Home Economics and Agriculture, 
on the East Campus, and all others on the City Campus. Due to the fact that many re- 
quirements for Home Economics and Agriculture are taught only on the City Campus and 
many courses on the East Campus can fulfill requirements for City Campus students, 
together with the actual geographical location of University housing, the school op- 
erates an intercampus bus service. The buses are provided by the Lincoln Transport- 
ation Service (the main Lincoln city transit operation). Until August, 1978, the 
school chartered buses from LTS for the intercampus service. Tlien beginning in Aug- 
ust, 1978, the route beti/een the two campuses was established as a regular city bus 
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route. The tokens were introduced in the Fall of 1975 as an alternative to a bus 
pass or punch card, and the tokens continue to serve, even with the intercampus route 
being a city bus route, because it is through tlie use of the tokens that students, 
faculty and staff members are subsidized in their use of the intercampus city bus 
route. The information was supplied by 14r. Ray W. Coffey, Business Manager of the 
University, who very kindly consented to sell us 180 of the tokens for the New Issues 
Service, t’flien John Uicolosi received the tokens he vias surprised to see tliat there 
are two minor die varieties. 

The Bristol, Rl, listing differs from RI 120 A chiefly in tliat 120 A has the fm 
mintmark for Franklin Mint, while the new token has no mintmark. It V7as struck by 
Roger Williams Mint and the die vrark is different in appearance, although the same in 
arrangement, to 120 A. fir. James F. Canning, Director of the Rhode Island Turnpike & 
Bridge Authority has informed us that Roger Williams Mint has struck 1,010,099 of 
tliese tokens, beginning in 1977. Mr. Canning was very cooperative and agreed to sell 
us 200 of the nev? tokens at face value. Hector Turgeon drove over to the office at 
Bristol to pick them up, and Mr, Nicolosi now has then for distribution to N.I.S. mem- 
bers. Mr. Turgeon says he v/ill be glad to sell one of tlie new tokens to any non-NIS 
member for 20<? +SAE. 

We are working on several more new issues for next month.

July 28, This is our midsummer issue, always limited to 8 pages. The Septem- 
ber issue will go out the last week of that month, so we have a two-month summer 
pause for the Convention, The 1979 A.V,A, Annual Convention will be held August 10 
to 12 at the Philadelphia Sheraton Hotel, 17th Street and Kennedy Blvd, in beauti- 
ful downtown Philadelphia, The Delaware Valley Vecturist Assn, is in charge, and 
it promises to be a great gathering. Wise vecturists generally arrive Thursday 
evening, A full report on Convention activities will appear in our next issue. 

Our president-elect, Joel Re2;nick, will be there with a full stock of AVA T-shirts, 
earlier tour tokens, lapel pins, etc. 

The Editor's cross-country Amtrak trip was the best yet. The trains were on 
time, clean, cool, and uncrowded. It was a delightful surprise for an old Amtrak 
veteran who is ready for anything, I left Boston July 2 on the overnight "Night 
Owl" for Washington, and was met at Union Station by AVA member David Schenkman, 
and we had a rewarding visit in his new home at Bryans Road, Md,, south of the 
Nation’s Capital, David showed me some of the scores of census tokens he now owns, 
including his recently- acquired Meridian Fertilizer Factory bridge token, which we 
knew about, but which no member owned. So David's token is unique. It is also a 
20mm token, a statistic we did not know before, also showed me a beautiful lit- 

tle French omnibus token, a pewter oval 20xl!4mm, picturing an omnibus with horses 
on one side, and BON POUR 1 PLACE 30c ENTse Ole DES OMNIBUS on the other side. 

The kind of token that makes one want to collect foreign tokens, David has nearly 
finished work on a book which will list all Virginia tokens including merchant tok- 
ens, transportation, etc., which should be ready by the end of the year. 


From Washington I took Amtrak' s "Broadway Limited," the Washington section, 
to Chicago. The train was perfect, uncrowded, and the food excellent in the diner. 
I spent a cool Independence Day in Chicago at the Art Museum, and left that evening 
on Amtrak' s "San Francisco Zephyr" for California. A long train of some l8 cars, 
the Zephyr was on time all the way across the continent, and the air-conditioning 
worked perfectly. The morning of the 5th, AVA Treasurer Toby Frisbee met me at the 
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Den ver Union Station, where our train arrived early, and we chatted for about an 
hour, Toby presented me with examples of his beautiful new personal token, to give 
to friends along the way. From Denver the train heads north to Cheyenne, thence 
westward to Ogdeno The train arrived early at Ogden, and I spent a delightful hour 
at the Ogden Station visiting with AVA members Harry Campbell, Bob Harris, Vice-Pres- 
ident-elect Roy Nulph, and Bob Thomas who had just come in from Gaithersburg, Md,, 
for a -visit. It was a very late trip for them to make, and I really appreciated 
seeing four friendly faces at 11:30 p.m. in Ogden, Roy has an article elsewhere in 
this issue which details our meeting more extensively, 

A perfect night's sleep in the Zephyr brought me to Reno early next morning, 
and I left the train at Truckee, California, where I was met by Hal Ford and fam- 
ily, We spent a few days together at beautiful cool Donner Lake in the High Sier- 
ras, and then drove down to Hal's home at Moraga, where I was a guest of the Fords 
for a couple of weeks. The day after arriving at Moraga, I concluded arrangements 
previously agreed upon for the purchase of Ralph Freiberg's collection. Harold and 
I picked up this magnificent collection, together with all of Ralph's voluminous 
records, file cards, letter files, catalogues, etc., and took them to Moraga. It 
took two huge carloads to get it all over there. 

First, the fileso Right up to the time Ralph was hospitalized for the last 
time he was busy preparing for the next edition of the Atwood Catalogue, I have 
his working copies of the catalogue, and there is enough information there to fill 
several volumes, all carefully and neatly arranged. We had to purchase a li-drawer 
large file cabinet to house Ralph's letter files, and three small two-drawer file 
cabinets to house Ralph's magnificent card file, in which there is a card on just 
about every token in the book, with background information, who reported it and 
when, information on the firm that issued it, etc., with rubbings or photographs. 

This information is absolutely priceless to future cataloguing efforts on our part, 
and the more I examined this material, the more I was overcome with a sense of com- 
plete respect and even awe. Here was a large part of the long life of a man who 
devoted years and years to this hobby. 

Second, the collection, Ralph's collection is beyond description. He had 
some 210 different census tokens, and every non-census token in the catalogue, in 
a large number of cases in dozens of die varieties. I added 53 census tokens to 
my own collection, and probably will add at least a thousand minor die varieties. 

In addition to these Ralph had one of the finest collections of foreign trans- 
portation tokens, as well as one of the top collections of parking tokens and of 
car wash tokens. There was so much I had to turn in my Amtrak ticket and rent a 
Hertz car to drive it up from California to Tacoma. I regret I won't have time to 
do anything with Ralph's collection before Christmas because of a writing commit- 
ment at the college where I teach. So I put the whole thing in bank storage here 
in Tacoma and will have it shipped to Boston when I have the time to work on it. 

That gives me something to look forward to this coming winter. 

On July 15 Harold and I and Mark Ford attended the annual get-together at 
Duane Feisel's home in Los Altos, It was, as always, a wonderful afternoon. Pre- 
sent were Duane Feisel, Vincent Beretta, Frank Earl, Dan Jacobson, Virginia & Lorna 
Wiggins, Larry Elman, Bill Williges Jr., Ben Fauver, Erie Hanson, John Reynolds, 

Jim Rasmussen, J.C, McPheeters and Ruth, Jere Runciman, Jerry Schimmel, and Hal and 
Mark Ford. Good friends, good food, and pleasant conversation. 

Upon arriving in Tacoma I had the usual large pile of mail awaiting me. One 
interesting letter from Tom Robinson of Pine Bluff, Ark,, with a rubbing of a brass 
octagonal token inscribed STEAMER DOLPHIN 10 on both sides. Any suggestions? Also 
the good news that, thanks to the vigorous efforts of Joel Reznick, a quantity of 
the hitherto impossible-to-get Fla 250 A (see page 35, 1977 Supplement) will be made 
available to us. Now we're working on the 250 B. Finally, a phone call from Joe 
Studebaker; he picked up pg 526 A and B at a Charleston, SC, flea market for one 
buck for the pair' He was so excited he had to call and tell me about it* 
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COOPER LANDING, ALASKA 
By Bud Carmichael 
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We are back in Anchorage, Alaska, after a tvjo-day trip with Doug Williams to 
Homer, a small town nestled on the tip of the Kenai Peninsula south of Anchorage, 
The temperature is a mild 73, Midway on our trip was Cooper Landing, tucked in a 
valley at the confluence of the Kenai and Russian Rivers, On either side of the 
valley steep mountains rise, with snow patches pasted in the depressions below the 
summits. Often Dali Sheep can be seen with the aid of binoculars, ranging the 
steep rocky crags of the mountains to the west. 

Cooper Landing is the home of Alaska tokens 190 A and B, The 190 A is ob- 
solete, but B is used on a ferry which takes fishermen across the Kenai River just 
below the entrance of the Russian River. The only motive power of the ferry is 
the fast moving current of the river itself. The ferry, a small barge, is at- 
tached by lines with pulleys to two cables anchored on each side of the river. To 
move the barge across, it is maneuvered at an angle so that the cu'^rent strikes 
its keel and pushes it across much as the wind pushes a sailboat, an economical 
but efficient motive power. 

Just off of the highway at Cooper Landing is Sportsmans Lodge, currently 
owned by Slim Towne, who also owns and operates the ferry, the local store and a 
cafe. Over a cup of coffee we talked to Slim and gleaned a bit of information on 
the history of the place. 

The or'ginal lodge was built in the early 1930's across the river from the 
road and attainable only by the ferry. Mr. Towne claims that the first ferry tok- 
en used there was a pot metal token with the inscription ’’Kentons Lodge Good For 
One Drink”, He has one of the tokens mounted in a glass-covered plaque along with 
AK 190 A and B. 

In the early 19ii0's a fire destroyed part of the lodge and the remaining buil- 
ding was moved across the river next to the highway and is now a bar and pool room 
to which the cafe was added, where you can sit at a table with a checkered table- 
cloth and watch the Kenai River rush by. 

The original order of AK 190 B was for 3,000 consecutively numbered tokens, 
but 3,200 were actually delivered, A second order, presumably for 3,000 tokens, 
was placed after a fire blackened and distorted the tokens remaining on hand. The 
second order apparently continued the consecutive numbering as we saw numbers over 
UOOO and none of the new order with numbers under 3000. 

We managed to buy a few of the latest issue as well as a couple of the burnt 
ones that were not too badly damaged. We inquired about AK 190 A and found that 
Mr. Towne still had three of them, which he would not part with. 

Cooper Landing is a charming and typically Alaskan village and we hope it 
lives on without change.

This spring, with only about UO copies left of our original printing of 3,000 
of the 3rd edition of Atwood's Catalogue, I ordered a second printing of 500 cop- 
ies, which will hold us until we produce the Uth edition next year or the year 
after that. The 1979 Second Printing is exactly like the original except that it 
employs white paper instead of the expensive cream-colored stock in the original. 
The reprints also are about 54 ” thinner, and have a smoother buckram binding. We 
have already sold nearly 200 of the second printing, but I have a stock of them 
in Tacoma if you need a copy of the book. The price remains the same, $9.75 post- 
paid, even though postage to mail a copy is now $1.29, plus a 200 jiffy bag. This 
price is for members only.

The California zone check is similar to others in this series, all of which are 
extremely rare. Two of this one were found in a coin shop. 

The Air California miscellaneous token is a continuation of this series, and 
we assume they exist for the same airports that the others do. This particular tok- 
en vjas obtained at the Sacramento airport (the friendliest airport in California) 
just for the asking at the Hertz counter, so this one has SMF on it. 

The Jacksonville token is the former FL 38 O R which was listed both as plain 
white metal, and gun metal plated. Inasmuch as the two types had distinct Usages 
(see notes for 38 O R on page 37 of 1977 Supplement), consistency would require two 
separate listings. The price for 380 R should be dropped from $10 to $5, as a few 
more of both types have shown up, although both are still census. 

The Boston token was used for a tour in 1969 on October I 8 and l50 were struck. 
We hesitated to list it at the time as too few were struck, but there is no valid 
reason not to acknowledge its existence now. The tokens were advertised in The Fare 
Box for $ 1.25 at the time the tour was over. 

Wendells of Minneapolis struck 3,000 of the Virginia City tokens for the Virgi- 
nia & Truckee RR. This is the train AVA members rode at the 1977 Convention. The 
original V&T, only 1% miles of the track of which is used for the present train, op- 
erated from Carson City to Virginia City and had trains a day in its heyday. It 
was completed in 1869. The present operation is just for tourists, of course, and 
charges $1.85 for adults and $1 for children. A child* s token will probably be made 
within a year, depending on how well the adult tokens do. The engine they use is the 
one pictured on the token, built in 1925. It uses recycled crankcase oil for fuel. 
The owner of the line is Bob Gray, a coin supply wholesaler who also happens to be 
one of the best customers for AVA books. The New Issues Service will supply the 
token to its members. The token is a real beauty, incidentally. 

The Cambridge, Ohio, token was incorrectly listed under Cincinnati for years. 

See page I 6 of the February 1979 Fare Box for details, 8,000 of these were struck 
by Meyer & Wen the in February, 1927, and delivered to Cambridge, 

The Illinois pass is part of the same series on page U8 of the 1977 Supplement, 
and this one will be sent to New Issues members. Speaking of these passes, Phil 
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Mandel has found an odd onei B 26 Pc BUS / 68-69 on obverse with blank reverse. 

We don't know what it is, possibly a pattern. 

We have known about the brass Philadelphia school token for some time, but it 
has taken us a while to get a supply for New Issues Service, because the new brass 
one has to be picked out and separated from the WM ones. They had all been thrown 
in together apparently. Now we have them and N.I.S, members will get this one. 

David Schenkman found a listing for Greenville, TX, for the TX UOO C listed 
this month, in the 1920 Dun Register. The token was found in Texas and this would 
confirm a Texas listing. As to the other depotel tokens listed this month, they 
speak for themselves and continue to prove that there are still plenty of rare un- 
listed tokens out there. 

The Unidentified 190 is the same as the other Twin Cities St, Ry. mavericks 
already listed in black and brown fibre, and white metal. David Schenkman showed 
this one to John Coffee when John visited him in Jxily, and this token definitely 
is a cream-colored fibre. We wish someone would pin down a home for these tokens. 

Les Hill, a Canadian numismatist, was already familiar with the Dominion Taxi 

token and says he knows of 3 or ii more of them. He confirms that the token is 
from Vancouver and the firm operated around the year 1920. Hal Ford obtained this 
one from a dealer at Duane Feisel's get-together on July l5 this year. 

The Vernal, Utah, fantasy is simply a souvenir one obtains by inserting 25^ 

in a one-arm bandit at a place in Vernal. Instead of a pay-off, out comes this 

token. They may also be available in places other than Vernal, 

Bob Singer reports a 2iunm white metal token with crossed anchors pictured on 
obverse, and "25^ in Trade” on reverse. He says "several servicemen" told him it 
had been used as a ferry token. However we'd require much firmer evidence in order 
to list the token as a ferry token. 

At Duane Feisel's get-together July 15, a dealer had for sale a set of eight 
different colors of tokens like 111 150 AE and AF, Obviously these were made for 
collectors with no reference to real use, and so will not be listed. We mention 
them here only to warn collectors about them. This is one of the difficulties we 
encounter when nTomismatic organizations strike tour tokens; they sometimes get 
carried away with different metals, colors, etc. Incidentally the dealer wanted 
$50 for the set of 8, No one purchased them, as far as we know. 

When John Coffee visited David Schenkman on July 3, he finally viewed the 
formerly lost Meridian Fertilizer Co. token, La 8l0 D, John took a rubbing for 
our files, and you may add to the Atwood listing that the token is (20mm). 

David also had information to pin down a location for Unidentified #62, the 
Launch Marion token. In the List of Merchant Vessels of the United States in l899 , 
published by the U.S, Govt, Printing Office in that year, we find a listing for a 
steam launch "Marion" owned by the U.S. Govt, It was 3 tons, 31' long by 6'6" wide 
and 2*8" deep, A wooden boat, it was purchased in I 89 I by the Govt, at Peekskill, 

NY, for only $250, It was used in the Delaware River and Bay, This would narrow 
the token's home down to Philadelphia or Wilmington. 

Finally, among many things we found in Ralph Freiberg's files was a rubbing of 
a brass 33m solid token inscribed HARDY / TOLL / ROAD on obverse, with simply the 
numeral 1 on reverse. The note on the rubbing said "said to be from Hardy ville to 
Prescott, Ariz, Operated by Wm, H. Hardy ca 1865-70." We wonder who owns the token,

We must close our surmer saclhjj irCth the announcement of the death of Ux> longtime 
merrbers, John Casque^ AVA U503 of Colurfoia^ SC, died last February 30 at age 78. He 
joined us in 1902 and in all those years we corresponded only occasionally, so I did 
not knoi) him well. Yet I shall miss him, and alviays wonder about how much I missed 
for not knowing him better. 

Max M. Schmrts, AVA if3, was one of those friends made more precious by the passing 
of time. I first met Mao, as /le vxinted to be called, on October 32, 2948, in his 
New York office when ire laimahed the American Veoturist Association. The AVA ms en- 
tirely flacks id.ea. He was our Founding Father, and served appropriately enough also 
as our First President in 1948 and 1949. As the years passed he ms covered with 
numismtic honors justly earned, in every field. But this doesn't really tell the 
storxj. He ms a warn and humane person. I Joiew his whole faxailij well, and often vis- 
ited him. He was always v'ith fatherly advice for me, especially in those first years 
when 1 began to edit The Fare Box. He kneir everyone of oonseaueruce in numismatics. I 
rernerde-r at the 1966 A.N.A. Convention in Chicago when he introduced me to every lead- 
ing light of fnat organization, Mac ms one of the founders of TAMS, the Token A Med- 
al Society, and of the North Eastern Veoturist Association. He served briefly as Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Professional Numismatists Guild, At one time he owned vUiat 
was the second finest collection of transportation tokens in existence, but even after 
selling it his interest continued and he started another collection. I last saxo him 
at our 1975 Convention at Los Angeles, and am now especially grateful for those hours 
with him, not realizing then tftat they xiould he rmi last. But our correspondence con- 
tinued, and. my last letter from him was dated just a few days before he died. Char- 
acteristically his letter was an apology for not vrriting more often. !4zx Schwartz was 
one of the reasons this hobby has grown to what it is today, and he is one of the 
chief reasons that, for many of us, it is a lot more than just a hobby. We shall miss 
him, but hox) fortunate we have been tlxat he ms with us for so long a time.

I left Chicago on Aratrak's "Lake Shore Limited" for Boston, which raced along 
through a driving rainstorm that followed us all the way to Boston. We arrived three 
hours late, but it was great to get back. It was one of the best summers I've ever 
enjoyed. 

Much mail awaited me here. A letter from Bob Thomas accompanying an excellent 
story about the trolley ride in Philadelphia (incidentally I also called Bob Thomas 
from Joel's office). One item from his letter: "The Baltimore Streetcar Museum (Md 
60 AR and AS) was visited by an unwanted guest, Hurricane David, on September 6. Tlie 
car barn, the new visitor center, all cars (including the trucks) and the substation 
V 7 ere under 4 feet of water and mud for several hours. Operations are suspended until 
restoration and revitalization of equipment can.be accomplished. Any help gratefully 
accepted (P.O. Box 7184 - Balto. MD 21218)." 

A phone call from David Schenkman, to report an unlisted itiaverick, brass oval 
solid (35x27nim) with "J.P.R. & CO. 10<r BUSS" on obverse, and "GOOD FOR ONE FARE" on 
reverse. Forgot to list it tliis month, 

A letter from Roy Nulph reporting an odd one. Brass 20ram solid, with "TOLL 
AHEAD" in a diamond on obverse, and blank reverse. He suggests it's probably from a 
kid's gmtie. 

I regret to report that Leonard Paul ' s Wis 790 L and Va 580 A were stolen this 
past year. 1 believe both were census-2. 

A letter from Dee Drell: "On pp 95-96 of the August 73 Fare Box Ralph gave some 
possible locations for Unidentified tokens. Re; #29, I have finally tracked doxm the 
Eldridge mystery, but no solution or location for #29. There vras indeed an Eldridge 
Bus Line and Cab Co. in Hammond, La. It was sold in 1972 by its owner, Eldridge Clark. 
I spoke V 7 ith I'lr. Clark and he was quite courteous. But he insisted that he has never 
used any tokens of any kind for buses or cabs. Too bad, because it seemed like such a 
strong lead." 

A call from George Cuhaj two nights ago. The New York City commemorative tokens 
didn't arrive on schedule, and instead Osborne Coinage Co. goofed and sent them the 
first batch (1,500,000) in three different sizes , none of V7hich fits into the turn- 
stiles. Back they V7ent (though I hear they nay have kept out a few of each) and now 
they expect the commems by the end of the month. Our N.I.S, will have them, and some 
of the special sterling silver ones will be available to members v7ho want them. 

Finally, a call from Dan DiMichael. He found the authentic Minn 660 C which we 
told you to delete a V 7 hile back. It definitely has NASONS on it, and he's sending it 
to me. So that listing is OK as is, on page 96 of the 1977 Supplement.

Unfortunatel y the minutes to the business session have been lost so we cannot 
report the proceed i nqs. However I have been told that nothing of areat moment oc- 
curred, althouah of course there was much interestina and rewarding discussion. Be- 
cause of the loss I wrote several members and requested that they write their own 
recollections of the whole convention and the general ambience of the occasion. I 
also asked Barry Liman, who was Resolutions Chairman, if he might be able to recon- 
struct the adopted resolutions from memory, the only exact copies have been lost. 

There follow these several reports about the Convention, the first being the letter 
from Mr. Uman: 

T'lie 1079 Convsntion in Philadelphia ms suvevb. The Amtmk tra'^n fvom Montreal 
’Jae very oorrfortable irlth almost full oapaoity as iie made various stops. It took 12 
hours to reaali Fhiladelphia both mays, Tlie trip t'lirough Vermont ms beautiful. 

The ^yeather ms not cooperative for our Sunday ferry trip. Some of us who 
stayed on decided, to tour the suhmy and trolley systems ^ despite the rain, .445 you 
probably loww, the bus broke down returning from the ferry trip. Bad weather and had 
luok. But it continued after most members left. Those of us who ccmtinued. took a 
beautiful trolley trip through the su/vurbs^ but alas bad luck, aga'/^n, lie missed, the 
trolley ear ami had. to mit. But when we were on the next trolley ^ the one that we 
missed brok.e down and we had to push it to the station. 

But it's people that make a convention successful and this one ms certainly the 
best I have ever attetvded, I ms greeted, so warmly by suo'i fine indiviAuals as Joel 
Rez7iickj Joe Pemicano^ Chris O'Connor, Tom Christian, Bill Lonney, Boh Tionas, Harold 
Dunn, Leonard Paul, Paul Cunningham, Karl Gahsoh, and others whom I can 't rernerri)er 
their names, I now realize why the A,V,A, believes in running its oiM convention 
rather than as a vart of the A, 11. A, convention. Meirbers become much, closer wstead of 
being part of 5,000 other visitors. 

I was disappointed that many of our executives could not attend. I believe fhat 
they be required to attend so tlvat the members aould know them, question them, praise 
them, critioize them, etc. It seemed to me that there is a split hettveen the Nest 
Coast and those from the East because there ms no revresentation from the Nest. 

It is unfor'tunate that all the notes were lost hy the acting secretary. As for 
the resolutions, I remerber some of the eight tliat I helped formulate. Here they are, 
hut the wording and the order are not precise: 

1. To show aopreciation to the Delamre Valley Vecturist Assn, for sponsoring 
the 1979 Conve'ntion. 

2. To flank the past executive mmbers of the A.V.A. for their work and especial- 
ly the Treasurer, iti‘, Frisbee, for his 25+ r/ears of service, 

3. To flank John M, Coffee, Jr., for his contributions as Editor of The Fare Box 
and other endeavours. 

4. To show appreciation and deep concern for Max M. Schwartz during this critical 

time, 

5. To issue a tribute to the late Ralph. Freiberg for his long and dedicated 
contributions to our hobby, 

6. To tha'vk Harold V. Ford for assuming the responsibility for listing new issues 
of transportation tokens. 

7. To flank Jim Hall for assuming the responsibility of listing parking tokens, 
and. to show much anoreaiation to Duane Feisel '^or his vrevious work on varkino tokens.

it was a cold and rainy day, but that did not dampen the spirits of the AVA con- 
ventioneers as they boarded the chartered bus outside the Sherator Hotel for the ride 
across the Delaware River into New Jersey to board the League Island Ferry for the 
convention tour. There v/as quite a bit of conversation on the bus (the tokens we 
bought, sold, bought in auction, or let get away). 

After we had crossed the bridge and neared the take-off spot for the ferry ride, 
the bus motor sputtered, then stopped completely. After a few minutes help arrived in 
the person of Karl (5absch, who was in his car following the bus. He helped get the 
motor started and we continued the ride to the ferry landing. After everyone had 
boarded the boat it left on its trip across the Delaware River. We rode across the 
river and along the shore, viewing the navy yards, the equipment, and some of the 
ships being repaired. After returning to the Jersey shore we reboarded the bus for 
the return to Philly and the end of the Convention. But it wasn’t to be that easy.

= A LOOK AT UNIDENTIFIED #148 =

On a recent trip to Alaska we spent a few days in Juneau in an attempt to estab- 
lish a connection between Unid #148 and the tovm of Douglas, Alaska, and came home con- 
vinced it doesn't belong there, Douglas is a small toim, originally supported by the 
Treadwell Mining Co., situated on Douglas Island across Gastineau Channel from Juneau. 
Actually at low tide Douglas and tlie mainland are connected by mud flats but when the 
14 to 20-foot tiees are high the two are separated by a 200-yard-wide channel of water. 
The only transportation beta/een the two communities was by small passenger ferries 
until 1937 v;hen a bridge was built connecting Juneau and Douglas Island. 

There vrould have been no necessity for a bus or stage line prior to the building 
of the bridge in Douglas as the entire tovm could be covered on foot in less than half 
an hour. An extension of the main street ended at tlie towi cemetery, less than half a 
mile away. 

T'7e talked with a number of 'sourdoughs' who had lived there prior to the bridge, 
and none had any recollection of a bus service after tlie bridge was built. In the 
late 1920' s or early 1930' s a cab company owner, Walter Bacon (novj deceased), began a 
bus service utilizing an oversized automobile that carried 8, to accommodate tourists 
v;ho wanted to visit Mendenhall Glacier, ten miles north of Juneau. But this ifas the 
Channel Bus Line (AK 400 A), and since Mr. Bacon had a franchise it is doubtful tliat 
he would at the same time open an extension of his service to Douglas and call it a 
STAGE line. 

After our conversations vjith oldtimers, the chamlDer of commerce, the Visitors 
Information Center, and people in the town museum, we feel certain that Douglas, Alas- 
ka, was not the location of the Douglas Stage Lines. Perhaos at some future date v/e 
can check some of the otlier Douglases: Tjyoming, Arizona, or Nortii Dakota.

The regular coflimen token will sell at the 50<t subwov 
fare. A special proof issue In brass, and a silver issue also, are in the works and 
will be available to A.w.A. members at a special rate through me. (lore information 
later when the tokens arrive, probably in October.

The 
ftTA instituted the following fares:

$3.50 - good for JFK bus and express train frotn JFK 

The reason for the J3 ticket boino cheaper to JFK rather than away from tho airnort 
is that the regular 504 fare h.as to be paid to gain admission to the special train 
In the city, and therefore only an additiomi $3 is collected. 

So the white metal tokens were never used. All of them, except for 15 or so 
samples, are held In the Transit Authority vaults.

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THE POST CONVENTION TRIP OF THE 29th ANNUAL AVA CONVENTION 

by Robert J. Thomas 

After sitting inside a broken dovm "stink-buggy" during an unseasonable cool 
rain at 55° F. following our Convention ride on the League Island Ferry, a hardy 
group of nine AVA members (including our President, "Froggy") set off through the 
bowels of the Philadelphia beneath Penn Center to search for rail-type 
transportation. Our group of eight men and one woman was cosmopolitan and ERA 
acceptable.'*' A long underground walk (surrounded by the sights, sounds and odors 
of Philadelphia) from the Sheraton to 16th and Locust permitted us to finally gain 
access to PATCO's Highspeed Line to Camden and New Jersey points. Our first lesson 
of the day was the introduction to Philadelphia's version of a "fare-card" (More on 
these fare-cards later). A trip from Philadelphia to City Hall or Broadway in 
Camden requires a 55c purchase of a magnetically encoded card. This card is 
required not only for entry and but also for exit from the rail line. We boarded a 
single unit rail car and traveled through the bowels of Philadelphia, up and over 
the Ben Franklin Bridge, back into the subway again, made an unscheduled stop at 
the closed City Hall stop for a PATCO security man, and proceeded to Broadway 
Avenue in Camden. We should have gotten off the car, gone through the exit gate 
and purchased new fare cards.. .but, well as you all might have expected, we 
traveled to Lindenwold (the furthest station) and were going to cross the platform 
for a ride back to Philadelphia. 

We had noticed that the fare card we were using was a reusable fare card that 
was reclaimed by the system as a patron left the system. Seme of the fare cards 
were well worn. One or two of us had purchased not only a fare card for City 
Hall/Broadway but also for Ferry Avenue (7Sc), Collingswood/Westmont/Haddonf ield 
(95<:), and Ashland/Lindenwold ($1.15). These fare cards permitted transportation 
between Philadelphia and these New Jersey pointsi In Lindenwold, a trip downstairs 
to the gate area revealed more fare aiachines. They dispense not only cards for 
Lindenwold to Philadelphia but also one ride cards for ALL New Jersey Stations and 
two-ride cards for ALL New Jersey Stations. Our only problem, a minor one, was the 
PATCO security guard on the telephone in the fare gate area. Our frog could not 
jump over the fare gates without being obvious. A direct approach (later smoothed 
over with a 1979 Convention Token) to the security officer permitted not only a 
opportunity to leave the "paid" area but also avoided questions as to the type of 
fare token/sone check in our possession. Several of us added the New Jersey area 
fare token to our collection. But an added surprise was registered by all as the 
security man used his "gate test card/token" to let one of us back into the 
paid-area. When questioned, he also showed us his "employee fare card/token". 

These two unexpected cards are not encoded for a restricted number of entry/exits 
as are the one and two-ride cards. After each card is used (for a single trip if a 
single use card), the exit gate captures the card and the card is re-encoded in a 
secure facility at the Lindenwold Station. What an experience! 

We hastily boarded the next train for Philadelphia and found that we had the 
same PATCO operator as our outbound trip. He, too, received a Convention token 
because of the information, help and tolerance which he extended to our group. 

Planning to save our 55c Fare-cards for our collections, we laid plans for 
their rescue. We thought of making our exit at 8th and Market to catch the 
Market/Frankfort subway line to Upper Darby for a ride on the old Red Arrow Lines 
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streetcars. However, the size of our contingent precluded a masa imitation of our 
frog-jumping leader. So we proceeded back to our starting point of 16th and 
Locust. Our frog carefully and cooly jumped the barrier to obtain more fare cards 

but the rest of us were intimidated by the presence of an omniscent eye of a PATCO 

closed circuit TV system. One member of the group suggested that we use one of our 
umbrellas to cover the TV camera... but that would have been too obvious. We also 

learned here that one may not exit the pATCO system at the same station that one 

entered. The group lost two fare cards this way I As we were contemplating this 
situation, a PATCO supervisor sauntered into the scene to check the operation of 
the gates and the card dispensing machines. He was friendly and provided not only 
further information on how we members of the AVA on convention could retain our 
cards for our out-of-town collections (by letting us out of the system at 8th and 
Market) but also told us of other details of the PATCO fare card system. Ten-ride 
cards for each type of trip (Philadelphia to four Jersey points or for all New 
Jersy points) and half-price 10-ride cards for senior citizens and handicapped 
persons were also being used in the systemi Altogether, there are eighteen cards 
used in the PATCO fare col lection/ zone check system: five possible trip 
combinations for single rides, round (two) trips, and 10-ride cards, and a special 
ten-ride reduced fare senior citizen’s card; and two restricted use cards: the test 
card and the employee card! 

What an experience we enjoyed in not only having an enjoyable ferry ride in 
the morning but then capping it off with a ride on a beautiful hi-speed rapid 
transit system in the afternoon with the identification of a whole series of new 
TRANSPORTATION TOKENS. 

However, this did not yet ccMnplete our day. We pooled our change for the exact 
requirements of the SEPTA Market-Frankf ort subway and proceeded to the 69th Street 
Terminal in Upper Darby for a ride on the streetcar lines out to Sharon Hill or 
Media or a run to Norristown on the "Bullets" or another old PAW car. But the 
rain was heavy, the small change running short, and one or two of us had early 
evening trains, air flights or car trips back to Washington to consider and several 
of us broke off of the group. At least six of us made the trip from Upper Darby 
while three of us traveled the graffiti covered broad-gauged cars back to 15th and 
Market in City Center. 

They say Philadelphia is a town with transit .. .and after that afternoon of 
running around, I wish I had started even earlier. The convention and this trip 
was so engrossing that I even forgot to ride any of Philadelphia's PCC's. There 
was an opportunity to ride the ex-Birmingham (Alabama )/ex-Toronto PCC's that has 
gone to waste! Next time, I'll have enough tokens in my collection and Roger Bolz 
will not tempt me nor will Dan DiMicheal’s "blue box" of tokens keep me from riding 
a streetcar. But that's next time. 

DWA, thanks for Philadelphia. . .it was my first AVA convention, 1 enjoyed it!

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= THE SHEFFIELD AND HEELEY OMNIBUS TOKEN - ENGLAND 685 C =

During the sumraer of 1978 whilst VB,Gationin,g in Jiingland I cane across an omnibus 
token at a flea market in the north of England, and after the usual haggling came away 
with my prize. The token is listed as England 685 C, azid pictured, on page 111 of 
Smith’s Catalogue. For those unfamiliar with geography, Sheffield is a city in the 
north of England known for fine cutlery and steel products. The route of this omni- 
bus line ended just on the outskirts of Sheffield in a small town of Heeley, 

With the curiosity bred in all collectors I desired to find out more of this tok- 
en’s history and ozmer, and learned the following. 

John Shortridge was born Ilarch l6, l8oU at Kingcreahill, Brewcastle, and married 
June l4, 1826 , at Chipping, Lancashire, to Ellen Leach of that parish. John Short- 
ridge died May 7, I 869 , at Helley, the result of a carriage accident, and his wife 
died two months later. Shortridge was, by profession listed as a civil engineer and 
is described in the 1352 Directory as a "brick maker and railway contractor" of Chip- 
ping House, Abbeydale Road (not far from Heeley). 

A local naper carried an advertisement for the omnibus, followed by a timetable. 
"OMNIBUS. On" Monday, January 19th, I 852 , Mr. John Shortridge intends to commence run- 
ning an OMOBUS from the ROYAL HOTEL, near the New ilarJiet, Sheffield, to HEELEY, for 
the accomraodation of the Public on the South side of the Town. The Fare to be charged 
is THREEPENCE for all or any part of the way. Parcels or Messages carefully delivered 
along the line of Route on equally low terns; and by strict attention to time and civ- 
ility Mr. Shortridge trusts that he will obtain the support of the Public. The Route 
will be up the Old Hayraarket , and High Street, Far gate, Norfolk Row, Norfolk Street, 
Union Street, and South Street," 

I4r. Shortridge’ s death was described in the local newspaper. "Another name has 
been added to the already long list of Sheffield merchants and manufacturers who have 
passed from arzongst us within a comparatively short space of time. V7e regret to say 
that the accident which happened to lir, John Shortridge, of Chipping House, Abbeydale, 
on Wednesday last, has terminated fatally. After lingering in great pain till yester- 
day morning he died rather unexpectedly about seven o’clock. A self-made man, LIr. 
Shortridge possessed rare business qualifications, and during a long and prosperous 
career, he was engaged in several very important undertakings. On his first intro- 
duction to Sheffield he is said to have been in a comparatively humble sphere. After 
wards he became a sub-contractor, and from that position he rose to occupy a leading 
position amongst the greatest railway contractors in the Kingdom. As a partner in the 
celebrated firm of Messrs. Miller, Blackie, and Shortridge, he was concerned in sever- 
al very difficult and gigantic works in connection with the construction of the rail- 
wa 3 ''s in this part of the country, and amongst their achievements was the erection of 
the fine bridge which spans the TJicker and the viaduct along which the Manchester, 
Sheffield and Lincolnshire Railway runs through the north-east end of the town, fir . 
Shortridge was also one of the contractors for the construction of the Redmires dam. 
Subsequently he headed the firm of Shortridge, Howell and Co. of the Hartford Steel 
Works, and he also engaged in several other business. For his age he was considered 
strong and hearty, though he has recently suffered from asthma. His widow, two sons, 
and two daughters survive him." 

An inquest was held in his death, which was ruled accidental, and included this 
testimony from a witness: "A cabman said as he was driving along Abbeydale road on 
V/ednesday he saw Jir, Shortridge before him. The horse seemed to be going faster than 
it shozold have... and it increased its speed rapidly. ^-Dien witness got round the cor- 
ner... he saw Mrs. Sellars with her face bleeding and she exclaimed '0 my father is 
killed,' Wear to her lay lir. Shortridge on the road." 

According to C.C. Hall’s Sheffield Transport, Shorti'idge ' s bus service appears 
to have been taken over by Charles Boggan before 1071, but as no licenses were issued 
before l371 and omnibus services very seldom advertised, it is not possible to be cer- 
tain that the Heeley omnibus continued throughout this period. 

The name that succeeds in the roll of life and in a particular walk in the halls 
of transportation, that distinguishes himself above his contemporaries, must surely 
be that of JOHN SHORTRIDGE. 
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The Sacramento Electric, Gas & Railroad Company operated under that name from 
1896 to 1905, and issued a whole series of fascinating tokens picturing trolley cars. 
It will be noted that the style of the car shown Is the ’’California type” with open 

platforms on the two ends and an enclosed center section. ^ 

I recall when visiting Ralph Freiberg some years ago he showed me his CA 715 C 
and I immediately noted that the car shov^n on his token was guite different from that 
on mine. Now that I own Ralph’s token I am able to show pictures, above, of both 
types of CA 715 C. On top are shown obverse and reverse of CA 715 Ca, with a short, 
kind of squat, version of the car. Below that are obverse and reverse of 715 Cb with 
the longer car . There are also slight differences on the obverse. 

So far as I know the 715 Ca I obtained from Ralph is the onlv one known. Should 

anyone else own Ca please write and let me know. The 715 Cb has not been census for 

some years, although it certainly is a scarce token. 

As no other tokens from any other city are remotely similar in design to the 
Sacramento aluminum tokens, I am convinced they were struck locally, or possibly in 
San Francisco. Because of the primitive car they portray, they are among our most 
interesting transportation tokens. 

It is interesting that when Pacific Gas & Electric took over in 1905 they had 
one token struck with their new name, but otherv/i se similar to the earl ier tokens of 
the Sacramento Electric, Gas A Railroad Co.

I shall have nev7 nastheads printed up shortly after 
the first of tiie year vjith his na^ie permanently engraved thereon. We have quite a 
number of new tokens being reported, and our renorting tliese to you is perhaps the 
chief function of this periodical. 

Gene Godsoe, now v/orking in Japan, is busy at work on what will be a huge cata- 
logue of minor die varieties, ail photographed by Syd Joseph, The book will be of 
great size, but the beautiful photography will make it a must for collectors even if 
their interest in die varieties is only minimal. More details on this book later. 


Either in this issue or next month there ^i7ill be a supplement to the Personal 
Token listing, depending on how much space I have. Many new personals have arrived 
here, nearly all in the attractive new plastic style being offered by Joel Reznicli 
and Bob Ritterband. But one has arrived that I must share with you. Merlin Mull 
issued a token witli an Arabic inscription! A first for us. He collects Islamic 
coins, of course. The Arabic translates "In the naiae of God Most Gracious, Most Mer- 
ciful." Speaking of personal tokens, we are badly in need of another catalogue of 
these, and Jim Hemphill is working on one which will be the last word: a loose-leaf 
volume with a sheet for each member who has issued a personal. Thus it will never be 
outdated and later additions may be typed in without getting anything out of order. 
More on this later, too. 


Recentlv Mike O'Brien offered 111 150 D for sale or trade. He accepted an offer 
of $160.00 cash for it. The prices of transportation tokens — the rarest of them at 
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any rate, are going through the sky. But it is still true that anyone can build a 
representative collection of transportation tokens — 2,000 varieties or so — without 
spending over a dollar apiece, and not many hobbies can make that claim. Back in 
1975 I made a pledge to £lax Schvrartz that the 4th edition of ►st'wood's Catalogue, when 
it finally comas out, will have real values. Let’s face it, it is ridiculous to list 
some of those tokens at $10 apiece. NY 630 A is worth at least $1,200; and Pa 750 H, 
I, and J, are worth at least $750 apiece. Almost any token nov; listed at $10 is worth 
at least $75, and many go on from there. 

I attended the New En^^land Numismatic Assn. shov7 here in Boston on October 19 and 
20. Several AVA members were present. Joe Levine v;as up from Virginia, and v/as sell- 
ing medals at his table. Eliott Goldberg was running the shov7. George Cuhaj was up 
from New York, and showed me his two unissued, and unobtainable, Nev; York City subv^ay 
tokens. We took a long walk across Boston Common on tliat v/arm Saturday discussing 
tokens and getting acquainted in person for ttie first time. George filled me in on 
the new commemorative subway tokens which v/ere issued in New York early this month. 
They had 10 million struck, although only 1,500,000 were available the first day they 
went on sale, October 13. George obtained a supply for our Nev; Issues Service, so 
NIS members will get that one. Good thing, too, because they are going fast do'jn in 
New York. The token has a cut-out small diamond, which didn't always get cut just in 
the right place. There are also some uncut solids, but so far vre haven't been able 
to get even one. There are some die varieties, too, as you would expect for so large 
a stri3cing. On one type tJia rays of the diamond design pass thru the subway car; on 
the otiier type tlxey don't. Seems tlie original design for the token envisioned putting 
a "75” on it for the 75tli anniversary of the subway. But officials feared the public 

vrould thinJc that "75" means "75^" and conclude that a fare hike was in the works. So 

for psychological reasons, no "75" is on the token. As a matter of fact, both of us 
thought the token was ratl^er unlovely in appearance. Incidentally for the vecturist 

who has everything it is available in 14k gold for $250 cash. Others v/ill be avail- 

able in white metal for sometliing like $7. These will be available to AVA members 
who v;ant tliara. They aren't out yet. 

At the top of this page I have placed photos of NY 560 A,B,C, v;hich are listed in 
this month's Catalogue Supplement. The "A" is at the left, a 27mra token. This v;as 
already listed. Then in 1971 they v;ent to a smaller toJien and issued "B" which is 
in the middle. It seems to be exactly like A, but smaller. Possibly they are the A's 
cut-dovm in size. On tiie right is tlie new "C" triiich is a much more attractive token. 
Note the token's letters have serifs on the "C" while they do not on A or B. Also, 
there is a centered dot between I.^^D. and CORNWALL at the bottom of the token on A and 
B, but not on C, The photos, which are 2x enlargements, are only of the obverses of 
the 3 tokens. They didn't come out as well as we night have hoped, but at least you 
can see the differences. This bridge traverses the St. Lawrence River between Corn- 
wall, Ontario, and Massena, NY, so they are international tokens. 
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Public transport in Australia incorporates a rail system, a bus system, and a 
ferry system. The ferry system is a very itiportant part of the transportation system 
as it provides rapid transit from the Sydney Harbour to other cities and points of 
interest along and across the harbour. 

Most of the ferries and hydrofoils are under the authority of the Public Trans- 
port Commission (PTC). The PTC was formed in 1975 as a direct result of an inquiry 
into public transport headed by Mr. Phillip Shirley, an expert from the United King- 
dom. As a result of the inquiry, the PTC was formed integrating all government trans- 
portation, as well as some private concerns. Tir. Shirley became the first commis- 
sioner. 

The ferries operate out of Circular Quay, which is the main harbour for Sydney. 
The underground rail system and the bus lines all have regular routes to Circular 
Qua 3 '-. From Circular Quay one can either take the motor ferries or a hydrofoil to 
stations across or along the harbour. 

The motor ferries are all older vessels. One of them is the IW Lady Denman. The 
"Lady Denman" was launched in 1912 in Sydney as a steam ferry and was later converted 
to a motor vessel. She can carry up to 500 passengers on each trip. The 13-kilometer 
trip from Sydney to Manly takes 35 minutes by motor ferry (as onposed to a 1-lHhour 
trip around the harbour by auto). The current fare for the ferry is for an adult 
and 25 c for a child. 

For those vrho desire faster transportation, the PTC offers hydrofoil service. 

The iiV Curl Curl is the newest hydrofoil operating out of Circular Quay. It was 
launched in 1973 in Sydney. The "Curl Curl" can carry up to lUo passengers. The 13- 
kilometer trip from Circular Quay to ffenljr takes it about 15 minutes traveling at 
speeds of 65-70 km/hr. The fare is JOc for both adults and children. 

There are three types of tokens currently in use on the PTC ferries. They were 
originally issued by two private companies: Port Jackson and Manly Steamship Co., 
and Sydney Harbour Ferries Pty Ltd. The PTC continued to use their tokens although 
expected fare increases might create new tokens. The tokens are described thus:

Tokens are only used for rulti-ooin fares. 

Hydrofoils use paper tickets instead of tokens. But there are also three tokens 
currently in use by Hegarty's Ferries, a private ferrjr service that operates from Cir- 
cular Quay to "Luna Park" (an amusement park similar to Coney Island) and to Kirri- 
billi (a suburban area). Its tokens are as follows:

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The Australians are proud of their beautiful blue and white ferries and hydro- 
foils and they have issued a four stamp set featuring the W Lady Denman ferry (35c), 
the HV Curl Curl hydrofoil (55c), and two steamers, the PS Canberra (20c) and the PS 
Murray River Queen (50c). The ferries and hydrofoils are also featured on many post 
cards and are mentioned in most tourist brochures.

= H. DON ALLEN RECEIVES CANADIAN MINT AWARD = 

The lister of the Royal Canadian Mint, Yvon Gariepy, has announced the winner 
of the Royal Canadian Hint Award for the dissemination of numismatic knowledge, to be 
Dr. Harold Don Allen, F.R.N.S., AVA )!lL-44 1 . The award consists of a 45mm engraved 
silver medal and accompanying citation to "the Canadian citizen who has worked dili- 
gently to promote numismatic education in Canada." 

Dr. Alien is Professor of Education at Nova Scotia Teachers College, and the 
award was made at the October meetings of the Atlantic Provinces Numismatic Associa- 
tion at Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island. 
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= THE CAR WASH TOKENS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM = 
By Donald Capper 
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Very little has been know of car wash token usage in the United Kingdom. How- 
ever it appears that during the past eleven years, unknown to us all, tokens have 
been issued in certain areas by car wash machine manufacturers, oil companies, and 
petrol service stations, 

THE FIRST FIFTEEN YEARS . 

The first automatic car wash machines were introduced in the United Kingdom by 
the Beatall Car Wash Machine Company in 19 ^ 3 . It is now estimated that some 2,000 
automatic machines are no^; in operation produced by a variety of machine manufacturers. 

The British Beatall Company, along with the European manufacturers George Fischer 
EG (Guntamatic ) , Rohe California, and Emanuel car wash machine companies have all been 
absorbed into the present day manufacturers Wilcomatic Limited, Esquire IQeindienst 
and Co., Technorizon International Ltd., and Alan Pond Equipment Ltd. 

One vrould at first imagine that a great number of different car wash tokens would 

have been issued over the past 11 years, but this is by no means the case. In the 

early years the old half crown coin (now 12hp Nei^pence) was most commonly used and to- 

day in some car wash machines the tenpence coin is notr used in multiples of it x lOp, 

5 X lOp, or 6 X lOp. 

The first large car wash tokens were produced for the Beatall Company in 196? 
for the machines used by the HERON service station group in England and were 3itnmi dia. 
An additional private company, ITILfiSLOU GARAGE CO. in Cheshire also had a 33mm token 
produced in the same year for use in their Beatall machine. In 1968 a large W4 token 
was produced for Mobil Oil Co. who had a number of Beatall machines operating at ser- 
vice stations in England, Holland, and France, The origin of these early large size 
brass and iJM tokens is said to come from the size of the 2^; Gulden coin of Holland. 

THE OIL COMPANY ISSUES . 

The oil comT>anies owning many petrol service station sites with automatic car 
wash machines offered tokens as an alternative system of payment. This was brought 
about for various reasons, e.g. vandalism of car wash coin boxes, the growing intro- 
duction of the self service filling station, which offered other sales opportunities 
from the sales shop selling the car wash tokens, and also variable pricing without 
any mechanical adjustments having to be made to coin boxes. 

In 1970 the Midlands and North West Regions of the British Petroleum Co. (BP) of- 
fered tokens with individual service station names on the reverse side of their tok- 
ens, This was in some way a sales promotional exercise to advertise the location of 
the new automatic car wash machines. 

Later in 1971-2 as a follow up exercise a FREECLEAN special offer was promoted 
in the same areas, again using tokens,. Customers purchasing h gallons or more petrol 
at any one time were given vouchers, which at a later date could be exchanged for a 
FREECLEAI^ token. The number of vouchers required to obtain a free token varied be- 
tween different service stations. The reverse side of the FREECLEAII tokens had a 
security control number instead of the service station name. The highest control 
number recorded to date is 30, but it has been stated that although 30 service sta- 
tions were allocated control numbers, not all took advantage of the FREECLEAN sales 
promotion special offer. Therefore gaps in the numbered tokens are known to exist. 

Other oil companies known to have produced car ■'.rash tokens for use at their own 
service station sites are~I Shell, Elf Oil, Texaco, Petrofina, National Benzole, and 
Dart Oil. However, when compared with BP they only entered the field of tokens in a 
small way, and only one kncnm token has been located at the present from each company. 

MACHINE MAI'JUFACTURSRS STOCK TOICENS . 

Following the successful introduction of tokens by the oil companies, many car 
wash machine manufacturers looked into the possibility of issuing their o\m stock 
car wash tokens . 

The Emanuel Machine Company is reported to have issued tokens, hut unfortunately 
to date a specimen has not been located. The Rohe California Company issued two die 
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variations of their brass 23vm token, vhich is now almost obsolete, and used on tiro 
known locations (ex U.S. Unidentified 8^). 

Of the present car irash machine manufacturers only four are knotrn to produce 
stock tokens. Wilcomatic Ltd. has produced four different tokens (3 obsolete and 1 
currently in use), Lsquire Kleindienst and Co. has produced two different tokens both 
in current use, Alan Pond Equipment Ltd. has produced four different tokens all still 
in current use, and Technorizion International Ltd. has produced one token which is 
in current use, 

SERVICE AITO GARAGE COMPANY SPECIAL ISSUES . 

This is the most complex and difficult section to cover, and to date fourteen 
different nnivate special issue tokens have been located from all parts of the United 
Kingdom. 

The special car wash tokens are produced privately by the garage or service sta- 
tion without any assistance from the oil companies or the car wash machine manufac- 
turers. In most cases they have the service station name on the obverse, or the com- 
pany logo. The reverse in many cases is blank or has CAR WASH in bold type. 

It is thought that many unknown tokens will still appear in this section in the 
coming months. 

Full details of all tokens covered in this article will appear later in future 
Supplements to the Car Wash Token Catalogue, by Harold V, Ford. 

= AWSEMENT TOKEN CATALOGUE AVAILABLE =

On October 4 the publisher finally released the amusement token took written by 
myself and Steve Alpert, Just in time for the big convention of slot machine token 
collectors a dealers in Los Angeles on October 5-7. Although we were congratulated 
for the book and the huge number of listings contained therein, dismay was expressed 
over the cheap paper used, and the cost of the book. The next edition will probably 
be done by Edwards Brothers, who did my World Catalogue. In any case over 10,000 
amusement tokens are listed and priced, most for the first time. This will cause 
many tokens to be taken out of junk boxes and sold at higher prices. 

After 3 days of the convention demand and interest were already high in tokens 
made by manufacturers for use in their machines. I am in the market now to buy quan- 
tities at full catalogue. Some collectors who have old slot machines go for complete- 
ness including the old tokens used. As most of the slot machines held about 150 tok- 
ens I have collectors who have the old mint vending machines who want 100 to 200 of 
that kind of mfg’s tokens that read mints, confections, vens, candy, vender, OK ven- 
der, etc., and those with manufacturers name on them. These manufacturers were most- 
ly in Chicago, San Francisco, and Los Angeles and sold their machines all over the 
country from ca 1895 to when they were outlawed in the late 30's and 40's. These mfg 
tokens can be found all over the U.S. as they were made in quantities. 

At my suggestion the catalogue was done in the Atwood format with one principal 
revision, namely that under each town all tokens are listed alphabetically with a 3- 
letter designation with spaces such that new discoveries can be inserted in future 
catalogues with little or no revision of letter designations. Also the 3-letter de- 
signation avoids mixing these tokens with transportations or others. 

The authors have also founded an informal organization: the Amusement Token 
Collectors Assn. (ATCA) for collectors to buy, trade, sell tokens. Membership is 
presently free to AVA members. See the catalogue for details. The book is priced 
at S24.95 and can be obtained at that price postpaid by sending check to (and payable 
to) Stephen Alpert - P.O. Box 66331 - Los Angeles, CA 90066.

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» A SET OP PLASTIC, RE-OSEABLE, MAGNETIC TICKETS FOR PATCO »

During tlie recent AVA Convention in Philadelphia, a number of us had the oppor- 
tunity of riding the high-speed PATCO (Port Authority Transit Corporation) oars to 
Lindenwold, N.J., and back. 

We noticed that PATCO uses an all plastic, re-useable, magnetic encoded pass, 
or ticket, which is dispensed both by machine and by agent. Most machines along the 
route dispense only single ride tickets, with the exception of the two far-out New 
Jersey stations, which also offered two-ride (or round trip) tickets. During the 
week, when agents are on duty, round-trip and ten-ride tickets are available. No 
savings are offered on either round-trip or ten-ride ticket3» utilizing them only 
as convenience items. For handicapped people and senior citizens a reduced price 
ten-ride ticket is available which enables them to ride anywhere for 27's^ per ride.

There also is a special employee ticket and a test ticket used by security per- 
sonnel to check the operation of the turnstiles. This means there are sixteen dif- 
ferent tickets, all reclaimable and re-encodeable. 

The rider inserts the ticket in a slot in the turnstile. It pops up on top of 
the side rail and releases the turnstile. The rider takes the ticket with him as he 
passes through the turnstile. The ticket, now a zone check, will allow the rider — be- 
cause of its particular encoding — out of the turnstile at the destination station only. 
Putting it into any other station turnstile will cuase it to pop up, not release the 
turnstile, and sould a silent alarm. Of course the two-ride and ten-ride tickets do 
the same thing a multiple number of times. The employee ticket is encoded according 
to his or her needs. Security men also carry the test ticket vrtiich will open any 
turnstile.

The itew England Numismatic Association held their 35th annual convention in [Bos- 
ton October 19-21 this year, and issued a token in connection v/itn it, for a tour of 
the Ouincy Market Area (in downtown Boston) and the show "Where’s Boston." The fa- 
cade of the old restored Ouincy iferket Building is shown on the token. Vie have lis- 
ted these NENA tour tokens tn the oast because they are made available to AVA mem- 
bers at a reasonable price and no one is trying to make a ki I ling on them. These 
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tokens will not be handled by the New Issues Service, but they will be available to 
AVA members, probably next month, through an ad in The Fare Box by AVA member Eliott 
Goldberg, who was chairman of the NENA conference. The tokens are unusually beauti- 
ful this year, and 200 of them were struck. A .999 stiver example was also struck 
with a plain edge and these will be made available at $20 apiece in due time. They 
will be listed under Presentation Pieces. The tour on which the token was used took 
place October 20, 1979, 

I am rel i st inn MN 60 A and B with corrected obverse S, reverse descriptions. The 
obverse of 60 8 is also f'lcMillens — note the E and not A in spelling. These were for 
many years unique in the Bernard Morganthau collection and were listed in his 1944 
Cneak List of U.S. L’ranspoj^'tation Tokens incorrectly, and were later carried over, 
errors and all, into the Atwood Catalogue, ftorganthau died in the late I940’s and 
his collection was donated to the American Numismatic Society. I visited the ANS Mus- 
eum in New York City in the spring of 1958 and spent two days checking their transpor- 
tation token collection. I made rubbings of al I scarce issues for the census and ANA 
records. Unfortunately ! neglected the reverse of 60 A but made one of 60 B. Re- 
cently I obtained the second known specimen of this only depots I token in pewter to I 
corrected the description tor this issue. The obverse dies are different; 60 B has 
some inscription separation marks. 

The Massena, NY (Cornwall, Ontario) issues were mentioned in Freiberg's notes on 
page 52 of the April 1979 issue. Ralph died shortly thereafter and we had to obtain 
specimens in order to describe and list them. The Cornwall International Bridge Co. 
would not sell us a quantity for the New Issues Service, but John Coffee did manage 
to obtain 20 each of B and C which are advertised in this issue, and we may be able 
to get some more later. So the New Issues Service will not be able to handle these. 

They are sold in rolls of 20 for $7 if you can get up there, and are good for 50it in 

toil. Since there Is nearly a 2mm difference in size between the I960 token CaD and 
the later two, we list them as 27mm and 25mm. The 27mm token (560 A) was discontin- 
ued ( n March 1971, 

Minot, ND, has a city-owned bus line. The token was mentioned last month in our 
Editor's notes about his train trip back to Boston. So you may learn about a new, or 
old, issue by visiting vnth a stranger! The New Issues Service did obtain a quantity 

of the a. die variety and these will be sent out to its members. 

The amusement issue listed this month was reported by two Oregon collectors. 
Kelley obtained his specimen from an exonumia price list, Hemphill from a flea market. 
John Coffee has a listing of carnival shows but could not find a Ray Barber Shows. 

This seems to be a modern issue and we hope someone will recognize the description and 
report. The NIS ivouid like to handle them if an address can be supplied. 

There seems to be a question as to the correct city & state where Pa 750 AS 

(League Island Ferry) should be listed. Freiberg checked out the ferry in the mid 
I950's and listed it from Philadelphia. Several collectors have questioned this, and 
suggested Red Bank and Camden, NJ . I would like to hear from collectors in the Phil- 
adelphia area as to their thoughts on a possible relisting. 

Die varieties of several modern issues have been reported. Page Mann reports 
two die vars, of Va 900 A. The Meyer & Wenthe records show four different orders for 
a total of 150,000, so perhaps there may be more than two vars. of 900 A. Ed Linden 
found two reverse vans, of Pa 305 A (50,000 were struck 9/75 and we lack records of 
later issues). t would appreciate specimens of any unlisted vars. if duplicates are 
available so that I can have photos made. Included in the Freiberg files I note the 
AVA owns photos of nearly a thousand die vars., and in the not too distant future a 
large listing of die vars., with photos, will be published. 

Lazear Isreal sent a SCRTD (Los Angeles area) memo dated 4/30/76 which referred 
to a "plastic token type transfer" that was being used by 'test Valley Transit Service 
Authority which operated in and around the city of Ontario, Calif. Can anyone supply 
a description of this issue? We lack an address for '.Vest Valley Transit so cannot 
ver i fy any of this. 

Ed Linden has sharp eyes. On Pa 750 BA I i sted last month he noted I had FERRY 
twice in the reverse inscription. FERRY appears only once, so delete the last one.

The items listed as 420 B and C are apparently ferry tokens but not 
used to Kongelli hut probably from hoteborg to Styrso on tlvxt old ferry, 

420 B ai-vd C apparently used out of Goteborg on some ferry as other col- 
lectors over there have come up with them in old- envelopes reading "Gode- 
borg ferries 

The second largest toion in Sweden is Goteborg as speZled in Swedish 
atlases j or Gothe^ihorg in English atlases. This name problem nas heen^^ 
trxjing to collectors "tying to look up towns becaaise it's possible to jind 
4 different spellings in Germany ^ British, American, or Swedish atlases! 

Also as borders move we have problems. After UorZd IJar I Germany 
gave up previousZxi conauered territory in Denmark, Prance, Poland, and. 
Austria Hungary vxzs broken into several countries, Hiis led. to a lot 
of ex German nar^ied toiMs having their names changed, but tokens used be- 
fore 1921 have the old German names. Again after World Var II borders 
shifted and toimis 'Were rexvamed. In the revised world catalogues I nave 
started to add notes after many towns giving the alternate new names 
and in some cases new countries. It is unusual ixi tlxa U.S. to change the 
name of a town, but overseas inamj toms have changed their xxames since 
transportation tokens have been used..

CORINNE M. BLACK 

Corinne Black of I fcKee sporty Pa.^ AVA ff?^ m,9 present at the oveatlon. I met I'ler in 
Max Sohrartz' office in Berr Yovk City on October 21, 1948, vfiien ire founded the AVA. 
She and her wonderful husband. Bill, were as active and as avid in collecting trans- 
portation tokens as anybody I l-iave ever met, Zf anutliing, Corinne was even more en- 
thusiastic than Bill! I saw them often in the years after that at conventions, and 
on tiro occasions I was an overnight guest in their home in McKeesport. After Bill 
died a few years back at age 90, Corinne carried on the collection. But 'time took 
its inevitable toll, of course, and in recent years she had to curtail her collecing 
activities. Her daughter describes her last session with the collection eloquently: 

"I can see her yet, a few years ago, working at her desk every night over a per- 
iod of months, checking off each one against Atirood's Catalogue, and labeling indivi- 
dual envelopes for each token, sticking with it until her eyes and back ached, but 
not auitting until she had reached her goal for that evening. And. then she finished 
it, to her satisfaction. She put it a’mj, and to m knowledge, rarely if ever looked 
at any of the tokens again. " 

Hewer members will not have known Corinne, But to oldtimers who remember her, 
she IMS more than fust another member, she was a treasure, indeed almost an institu- 
tion, I never knew her to say an unkind word about anyone. How fortunate we have 
been to have had her with us so long! She died last July ? at age 85, full of years 
and honors. She is survived by a sister, a dmighter, two grandchildren, ten great 
grandchildren, and seven hundred, fifty admirers in the American Vecturist Association,

It's unusual in that 
it seems to have a raised hub in center) Any ideas on this one? 

Finally, a sad note from Jack Smiths "Do you remember Ray Ingalls? He was AVA 
#735. Oct. 25 he passed away. For the last several years his home was one of the 

missions in Indianapolis. Thought you would like to know." In his day, Ray who 

dropped out of the AVA eome years ago— was very active in the hobby. 
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=. TOKEN FOR VERNAL CITY LINES - 
By Roy 0. Nulph and Harry Campbell 

During SVorld War II, in the middle of July, 1944, a Hrs . Robert (Erma) Fletcher 
of Vernal, Utah, applied for and received a license at the city hall, for the purpose 
of starting and operating a bus line within the corporate area of Vernal, Utah. It 
was granted with conditional terms of a one-year tryout period. 

Erma, her husband Robert and his brother Martin Fletcher formed the company and 
called it Vernal City Lines. The newly formed company purchased, through the U.S. 

Army, four GiC 35-pass8nger buses. In a garage belonging to Martin they were recon- 
ditioned and painted light blue with a wide white stripe running lengthwise. In gold 
with black shadow outline the letters VERNAL CITY LINES and a logo of a dinosaur com- 
pleted the Job. 

Actual operation began in December, 1944, using only two buses. The third 'was 
on standby basis in case of a breakdown, and the fourth was used for parts, as re- 
quired by the other three. Vernal, being a small city (approximately 2,500 population 
at the time), one bus covered every other east and west street, while the other cov- 
ered the alternating north and south streets. The two buses met every half hour in 
the center of town. Operations ran from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m., six days a week, with no 
service on Sundays or hoi idays. 

The Vernal City Lines were short-lived. It actually operated only for a period 
of eight weeks, from mid December, 1944, to mid February, 1945. Due to poor ridership 
the U.S. Government would not allot them enough rationed fuel to operate the bus line. 
Cutting down to one bus, to stretch the fue! supply, the citizens complained of poor 
service, waiting in cold weather, etc. One week later the bus line went out of busi- 
ness. 

The fare structure was 10^ cash or 3 tokens for 25<t. Apparently a token was is- 
sued. It is pictured on page 550 of the Atwood Catalogue at the bottom of the page, 
but has never been listed because of uncertain origin. It may be described thus: 

VERNAL CITY LINES 
WM 19 Sd Good For One Fare 

Only two of these tokens are known to be in the collections of A.V.A, members. One 
is owned by John Coffee (hence the photo), and the other by Roy Nulph who obtained it 
in an antique store in Salt Lake City eighteen months ago. The token was in a basket 
of odd buttons, etc., and it cost the whole sum of 25^. 

Further research has revealed nothing. The sole survivor of the bus venture, 
Martin Fletcher, Is now in his SO’s with a failing memory. He does not remember a 
token. His Job was to maintain the buses and keep then running. Robert ^nas }i\ dri- 
ver and personnal manager and died in 1958. Erma acted as president, secretary-treas- 
urer and general flunky, taking care of the actual business. She died in 1969, leav- 
ing no known heirs, as she and Robert were childless. 

No one in Vernal with whom we talked could remember the tokens, but people did 
remember the bus line. So we do not know how many tokens were struck, who made them 
or what has happened to the rest of them. Perhaps they were sold as surplus scrap 
for the war effort, along with the rest of the company's equipment. We are not giving 
up. If there are two wo figure there are more out there somewhere!

collectors. It appears to be an old token, and apparently was used by a bus that op- 
erated over Puget Sound from Tacoma via the ferry or Narroirs Bridge (built I 9 L 0 ) to 
the small community of Henderson Bay, about six miles distant. Or possibly by a ferry, 
though I knoir of no such ferry that ever operated. But we need more information. Hal 
Ford even suggests it may not have been used for transportation. A coat check maybe?

George Chatham sends a rubbing of an aluminum 20nn solid token reading on ob- 
verse: COLONIAL R.R. MARTINS FERRY, OHIO; and on reverse; GOOD FOR 5 MINUTES IN 
TRADE. Nothing in Freiberg's files Indicates a Colonial Rail Road, so we would like 
more information on this issue as R.R. could stand for something else. A similar 
Issue, OH 515 B is already listed In the Catalogue Committee are doubtful about it 
and it may be droppevl in a nev,' edition of Atv/ood . We cannot locate a ^1arietta Ra i I- 
road .

I oi>tainad this from LXiane Feisel last suimser along with several 
other hitlierto unknown patterns out of Meyer a Wenthe, This token, struck in alum- 
inum, may be a pattern. But it may also be a special issue winch was distributed at 
various Chicago conventions bv Uie Chicago Transit Authority as a "guest token" as is 
indicated on tiie piece. .Xoel Keznick has so far failed in attempts to learn anything 
about it. We have not listed it yet because we don’t know if it wns actuallv used, 
or is just a ^lattern. I hope we shall learn its true story in the not distant future. 

We qet rejxirts of fortunate new finds now and than, lierald Johnson reports pick- 
ing up Iowa 380 c, and Cal 745 C, t%«3 fine tokens. Karl Gabech picked up a token just 
like Pa 750 A except that the obverse side is perfectly amoothi tlie ferry side shows. 
As it is thinner than a regular 750 A, I assume it was deliberately smoothed down on 
one side, long ago, for some reason. An interesting item. Finally, Michael banning 
picked up a Kans 680 U at an antique show in Austin, Texas, for only $6.50, The an- 
tique dealer rej^Kurted buying the depoteJ at an estate sale in Neodesha, Kansas. 

Alan weighell reports finding a sine example of Philippines 500 u, which wuld appear 
to be a pattern. 

The Ala 800 B which I auctioned off last month realised $125. Uick c5rinolds 
recently advertised a nuisber of rarities in another pulilication, and some of the fwi- 
ces at which these sold are tnterestinge IN 450 E, $b5| 230 E, $85j MT 320 B, 

$175i Neb 50 E, $175» MA 690 A, $85j WI 180 U, $125| Scotland 320 A, $22i 420 6, $20. 

In y»e April 1977 Fare Box we listed former Unidentified #lb5, WHITE BUS blNE, 
from bingriamton, NY, fiary Pipher determined that the White Hus Line was operated in 
Bingljamton in 1426 and 1927. comparing the die work of this token with the tokens 
presently listed as Alberta (Canada) 800 A,B,C, it now is evident that these tokens 
are also, really, from Binghamton, NY, We’ve long had doulJts atxiut the listing of 
these tokens frexn Red Deer, Alberta. An article on page 121 of the Sept 1976 Fare 
Box virtually proves that the tokens were never used in Red Peer. We'd be Interested 
to learn from owners of Alta 800 A-C vrtiere they obtained the tokens. If they came 
out of New York State that would further confirm a Binghamton listing. Incidentally 
In Freiberg’s files there is a rulibinq of a similar token whiclj, for some reason, he 
never listed. It is B 23 Sd, WHITE BUS LINES on obversei and on reverse. As it 

has "Lines" rather than "Line," this may not be a bingluuaton issue. Also the die 
work is quite different. So, in any case, unless someone can prove otherwise, we 
plan to switch the listing of Alberta 800 A,B,C, to Binghamton, NY, ih the near fut- 


ure. 

MARTA in Atlanta, (lA, recently melted down 1,239,192 old Atlanta bus tokens. 
The weiglied 5,076 pounds. Melted in a foundry furnace, the resulting bars of brass 
were sold as scrap. J assume tlie tokens were <SA 60 L and N, as the article said 
they were sold as scrap brass. Ineidentallv Atlanta is thinking of instituting an 
honor system for fare [jayment. You buy a pass but don’t liave to show it to bt>ard a 
bus. From tune to time someone checks up to see that peopUe have passes, and if 
you don't you yiay a hefty fine. 
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= FARE TOKENS CURRENTLY IN USE IN NEW YORK CITY = 
By George Cuhaj 
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Manv of you have lool:ed in your Atxjood to discover wiiich tokens are nov; in use 
in the Gotham Citv. Vfell, to give vou the rundov/n of tlaese tokens, as to nviat is 
nov.' available to the oooulace and the riembership, T oresent the follovjing. 

Bv far the L,iost \- 7 idelv Jcno'./n token no’,/ in use is the 23i;Tm brass NY 630 nS. i;ew 
York- Cit '7 Transit Authoritv is part of the state-controlled Metropolitan Transporta- 
tion Authority (ITTA) and overseas operation of the subway system . This subway system 
is over 250 route miles lonn and has nore tiian 435 stations in the borougns of Man- 
hattan, Queens, Brook.l'^n, and the Bronx. The token is good for a fare, and all 
riders '.'ust exchange cash for the tokens to pass the turnstiles, except at the vary 
few stations where a tr/o-auarter cash turnstile exists. 

A recent addition to this issue, and circulating concurrently, is the Oiaiaond 
Jubilee toJ:en, NY 630 AY, struck to comineraorate the 75th anniversary of the opening 
of the Nev7 York subway svstem in 1904 by the Interborough Rapid Transit Company (see 
NY 630 U). o:he diamond jubilee token, tliough: only released October 12, is already be- 
coming hard to find. Both of t’le 23mn tokens are also good for fare on tlie MTA oper- 
ated bus system knoTm as I'lAIJSTOA (Manhattan and Bronx Surface Operating Authority) , 
and the Metropolitan Suburban Bus Authority t/hicii operates some of the bus lines leav- 
ing the boroughs of Queens and Brooklyn and traversing Nassau County on Long Island. 
Thus these tol:ens see very vride use. 

Ever since the early 1960 's the NYCTA has operated a special express train from 
the nidto\7n Manhattan area to Aqueduct Racetraclc in Brooklvn. In the early years the 
fare on this special run was 50d, but when the subv/ay fare 'ras hiked to 20^ in 1966, 
the Aqueduct fare v/as increased to 75^ and NY 630 AP i/as introduced. In the thirteen 
years since then, the fare (and token value) has been as high as $1.75. But it is 
currently $1.25. Aqueduct is for thoroughbreds, and its season is from mid October 
to the end of May, or thereabouts. i-lacing is every day except Tuesday, and some 12 
round trips are made by trains. Prior to the races all trains go to the trade, and 
afterwards all go bad; to Manhattan. Every no\7 and then the race track would give a 
free grandstand 3d7^ission to all v/ho took the train, and this principle is no\r in 
effect. 

Then there is tlie Triborough Bridge and Tunnel Authority, also operated by MTA, 
This authority maintains tlie following crossings: the Verrazano Narrows Bridge (the 
longest suspension bridge in tlie world) , V7hich uses NY 630 AW or a dollar cash fare; 
the Wnitestone Bridge, Throgs Neck Bridge, Triborough Bridge, Oueens-MiJtown Tunnel, 
and the Broolclyn-Battery Tunnel, all of which use iIY 630 AZ (and until recently used 
630 AV which is now obsolete) or 75'? cash; the Henry Hudson Bridge, Cross bay Veter- 
ans Meriorial Bridge, and tlie Marine Parkway-Gill Hodges Memorial Bridge, all of which 
use ilY 630 AU or 50C cash. 

The Verrasano Narrows Bridge, connecting Brooklyn with Staten Island, v.’as opened 
in 1964 and has had a steady increase in use. The past year sav; over 46,000,000 veh- 
icles traverse it. The Brooklyn Battery Tunnel, Queens Midtown Tunnel, and Triborough 
Bridge connect Manhattan '-ith Long Island. The Triliorough Bridge also connects with 
tlie Bronic, hence its name. The Henry Hudson Bridge connects Manhattan Island with 
the only part of Nei? York City on the mainland, the Bronx, at Bpuyten Duyvil; and the 
last tv7o connections— lliitestone Bridge and Throgs Neck Bridge — connect Queens V7ith 
the Bronx. 

The TBTA tokens (NY 630 AU,AV,AvJ) came into use late in June, 1976, just after 
the settlement of a strike by toll collectors. The tokens are sold in rolls of 20 
(AU at 20 for $10; AV at 20 for $15 — nox? replaced by AZ; AW in rolls of 20 for $20. 
YThen you buy a roll of toliens you get that crossing free; hence you save 5% bv using 
tokens. 

The new token, 630 AZ is similar to AV but has a x/ider collar, making it 2iam 
larger. The reason for it is that during the summer of 1970 there xvas extensive 
counterfeiting of the 75*? tokens. Apparentlv the SO"? and $1 tokens were not counter- 
feited because tlie 75'? token is by far the most commonly used, hence i/ould have a 
v/ider inar);et for its counterfeits. 

Earlier I mentioned that 630 .AS is used on buses of MABSTOA and MSBA as xvell as 
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on the subt^ays. rne NYCTA doesn't like to admit it, but a su^j^ray token is as frood as 

cash. Any candv store v.’ill take one is vou are short of channo. 

Jamaica Buses have a race tracJc special ejroress bus, which uses G31 V, This ex- 
press bus ma}:es connections with a nur.iber of centralized transfer points with other 
lines, and carries fans to the racetracks — either Aqueduct or Belmont, whichever one 
is in season. 

Evaluation of the Steinway Transit Company token (UY 631 W) is an article in its 
ov-’n right, and you \;ill be readina it soon. This is a token for hospital eianloyees. 
They are sold to the staff of Goldvjater Meraorial Hospital at a discount rata under 
the regular 50<? bus fare. The token is used only on the 0-102 bus v?hich connects 

Roosevelt Island ('.rliere the hospital is situated) to the Borough of Queens, where the 

staff peoiole can transfer to city buses, the sub^/ay, the Green Dus Line, the Triboro 
Bus Lines, or the Long Island RR. 

This leaves us V7it)n one of tie few railroad tokens. This is the Long Island 
Railroad Belmont Park token — actually two tokens — HY 235 B and C. After all tliese 
years the fare is still $1.75. The tokens are both used interchangeably, both in 
terriblv beat-up condition. The one with "Dashing Dan" is still the easier of the 
t'.TD to acquire. You don't see the "Big M" that often. The M is for OTA, as the Long 
Island RR is controlled by OTA. 

h t/ord here is in order about the non-issued Haw Yor!: tokens. 630 AT is the 22rnm 
solid token. These are still in the vaults of HYCTA tJaitinq for the next fare hike 
but only if it is unvler a dollar. 630 AX, the Special Fare token, v/as intended for 
use on the JFK Aircort Express train. Tokens were ordered b'7 NYCTA, tickets were 
ordered by MTA. Tickets ’/on. It is uncertain if this issue will be saved or scrapped. 

For tlie Diamond Jubilee a special striking of the to);en v/as made in 14k gold, 
available for $250 plus Q% tax. They also have "antiqued t./hite metal" versions of 
tlie token wliich v/ill be $5 each, and "oroof brass" v/hich vjill be $10. The gold is 
now on sale; the other two will be on sale eventually. Have faith. 

■That else in happening around here? Rocliaway Ferry Corn, has replaced NY 629 L 
witli four paper tickets, as of 1976. Circle Line Boats . (which carried the 1964 AVA 
Convention tour) uses six different tickets for its tours around Manhattan Island, to 
the Statue of Liberty, to Ellis Island, and for the Day Liner Cruise up the Hudson to 
TJest Point and north. The Port Authority of New Yor’: and 13ev7 Jersey uses many t^ypes 
of tickets on their Hudson River crossings. TBTA also uses lots of tickets. 

The OTA-controlled Staten Island RaniU Transit Operating Authority uses tickets 
(which replaced 630 AS) for the standard 50<: fare, on their operations. 

Then tliere is the 'ioosevelt Island Aerial Tramway. 'This is your conventional 
Swiss Alp cable tramway, it closel''? follows the Oueensboro Bridge, beginning at 2nd 
Avenue and 60th Street in Manhattan, it lifts over street traffic and the Last River, 
landing in the center of Roosevelt Island. Prom the beginning of this operation they 
have used NY 630 AS. This to}:en surely is the most comiLionly used token in tiie v/orld, 
and is used on more different Tcinds of transportation than any other! 

Nhat next? Perhaps the vaulted issues will emerge for the next fare hike; maybe 
other comoanies will issue their 07711 tokens; maybe there I'ill be a special token for 
the Roosevelt Island cable tram.

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= BEliZARE OF REPLICAS OF THE MONTREAL S LACHINE RAILROAD TOKEN = 

By Barry Umn 

a recent coin sIiot; in Montreal I cane across v;hat I thourrht v;as an original 
Quebec 620 M. It was actually an altered reolica of 1947. I have therefore written 
a short exolanation of the differences so as to warn the nenbers of our .Association 

Incidentally, before I begin, I should mention tliat the issue of The Fare Bo:t 
folloviTing our A.V.A. Convention contained many reports, including my letter. But the 
reoort follov/ing it was credited to me, but it was actually from some other member. 
This is just for the record. 

In 1947 a replica of the 1847 third class token (Atvrood's Quebec 620 M) of the 
Montreal & Lachine Railroad, was made to corainenorate the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of that railroad. These replicas v/ere struck in bronse, silver, and gold. 

There has aoneared on tlie numismatic market a number of altered bronze replicas, 
vihich are being sold as originals. On the replicas the dates "1847" and "1947" appear 
on both sides of the locomotive. These dates have been skillfully removed and thus 
these mutilated, or altered, 1947 replicas can be sold as the originals, at a price 
considerably higher than tlie 1947 replicas or restrikes. 

There are many distinct differences bet^veen the original and the replica which 
can be clearly distinguished. The main differences are thus; 


ORIGINAL 

1. 34mm diameter 

2. 4inm anorox. center hole 

3. coiiiage design 

4. "R" of RAILROAD appears above coupling 

5. Bottom of "M" of MONTREAL parallels 
bottom of smoke stack. 

6. Tree trunk curved on i^^est side. 

7. 2 single branches above beaver's head 


REPLICA 

1. SSmra diameter. 

2. 5mra approx, center hole 

3. medal design 

4. "R" appears below coupling 

5. Top of "M" parallels same.

There are many differences in the design and the lettering, but by using this 
simple guide, even vrithout the original as a comparison, one can still detect tiie 
replica or cox^y.

A friend toid him 
about new tokens in Melbourne, so he checked the lead out and obtained a quantity for 
our New Issues Service. The brass token can be used by students, seniors, and the 
handicapped, and are sold at 10 for $3.25. The aluminum token is sold at ten for 
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-Dec&inbc^^ 1979- 

$6 50, good for a 70<J cash fare. 

The Springfield, IL, token is given out to patrons by certain city merchants and 
banks with minimum $5 sales. A purchase exchange slip is obtained from the bus dri- 
ver and later exchanged for a token at participating merchants. The exchange slip 
states "only now style tokens v.'i M be honored effective 4/1/79," so apparently this 
plan has been in effect for some tine, perhaps before April I v/ith the older !6mm 
Springfield issues, 

NY 630 AZ is the same as AV but 2mr;i larger. Though attracted by a magnet the 
metal content of the TBTA issues is a mystery. They break yery easily! George Cuhaj 
sent our N.I.S. a auantity and some tokens were broken in the mail. Nicolosi stated 
that he had this problem also v/ith the earlier issues. i don’t know why the 75 value 
'■/as reissued in the larger size. 

The Vernal, UT, token was researched by Roy Nulph and Bob Campbell. See pane 145 
of the November Fare Box, The token is owned by John Coffee also, and his token is 
pictured on page 550 of Atv/ood's Catalogue. 

The itountain Cable Lift at Big Walker Lookout in Wythevilie, VA, operates from 
mid April thru October. The N.I.S. won't handle this one, but specimens haye been 
obtained by writing to Big ’’alker Lookout, U.S. 21 o( 52 North, Wythevilie, VA 24382. 

The listed Wisconsin depotel is unique for its large size, 'fe have only two 
other rectangular depotel tokens listed, MO 920 A and WY 150 A, both of which are pic- 
tured in Atv/ood. We don't have any background data on this one, but trust that Ger- 
ald Johnson will research for us. 

Duane Felsel handled the sate and distribution of the two presentation pieces 
listed this month. Collectors who ordered the silver one were given first rights for 
the antiqued bronze ones. if you are interested in the bronze one write Duane, The 
si Iyer one, containing a full ounce of silver, was a good investment at $20, inasmuch 
as silver is now about $40 an ounce. 

Last month I listed Presentation Piece AP before seeing a specimen, as we anti- 
cipated an ad in that issue offering it for sale along with MA 115 AJ. Now that I've 
seen one, add to descr i pt ion (". 999 fine silver" incuse on edge) 

The Sea Bus operates between North Vancouver and Vancouver. 'Only adult fare tok- 
ens have been issued. Ne've known about this for five months and the New Issues Ser- 
vice tried to purchase a quantity but requests have been denied. The Urban Transit 
Authority (171 West Esplanade, North Vancouver, BC V7i'1 lAI ) stated that tokens are 
available from one outlet only — the former Canadian Pacific Station at Granville and 
Cordova Streets, which is the south terminal for Sea Bus. "While large bulk sales 
can be arranged, these are for personal pick-up only," we were told. 

Lee Sanders recently acquired a v/hite metal issue from the Delaware 300 series 

with a 14mm center hole. He asks if it is a new issue or an A,B, or C, with center 

colored insert removed. 

Gary PIpher reports having several bronze 21mm tokens inscribed LEHIGH VALLEY 
R.R, CO. on obverse and a numeral on reverse. We need research on these tokens be- 
fore any listing can be considered. Is it a fare token, zone check, counter, tool 

check, or what? 

Daniel Benice sent a rubbing of an aluminum 27mm token inscribed THE CORRAL PONY 
RIDES, good for I5<1: in trade. Does anyone recognize this token or have an idea of 
its origin?

In 1937 he ins 
again short of all 3 token,s ayxd, as the token snstern didn't loork as he had. 

’’loped, he discontinued token usage tliat year. It ms onlu recently i when 
the 'Idtebofrg o.rea collectors started a hook on the ferry systems of that 
city that they became amre of these tokens. In the Meyer A. Uenthe records 
these tokens are the only ones recorded as having been mad.e for ami company 
in Europe, and we were puzzled for several years, until now, as to their 
usage and location.. 'lo my knoioledge 455 FA and FB are the only fare box 
type tolcens made by any V.3. oompany for use by any European company. I 
received pho'tographs of both sides of these 3 tokens and was hoping that 
John Coffee could reproduce then here, hut the quality wasn't sharp enough 
for use in our electronic stonail maker.
